A correspondent asks the REPORTER 
what causes the difference in price 
between the residuum taken for ex- 
port and that used for the home trade; 
also if the quality has anything to do 
with it, and if residuum for export 
must be of a certain specified gravity. 
The refuse from the distillation of 
crude petroleum, according to the 
rules of the Produce Exchange which 
govern all sales in the article so far as 
this market is concerned, must be free 
from coke, water, foreign impurities 
and of gravity from sixteen to twenty- 
one degrees Baume. Residuum in bar- 
rels is sold by weight at the rate of 
seven and a half pounds net per gal- 
lon. The lower price generally quoted 
for export is for cargo lots, and if home 
buyers wanted large quantities they 
would be favored with the same prices. 
The amount taken for domestic use is 
80 small, that sellers demand a slight 
advance over the quotation for export 
lost. It will thus be seen that the dif- 
ference in price is not caused by qual- 
ity and that the figures quoted every 
week in the market report of this 
paper are for the quality specified in 
the rules of the Produce Exchange and 
mentioned above. 

The export movement of residuum 
has fallen off recently, the total ship- 
ments from the United States for the 
eight months ending with Mareh 1, 
being 2,550,324 galions in comparison 
with 3,454,836 gallons for the same 

period last year. The exports for last 
month were 509,202 gallons principally 
from Baltimore, and valued at $10,292; 
of this amount New York shipped only 
1,680 gallons. As there are about nine 
gallons of residuum from the distilla- 
tion of every one hundred gallons of 
crude oil, refiners would like to find a 
arger outlet for it.

An interesting case affecting oil 
brokers was decided in a Pittsburg 
court last week, and as the same ruling 
will hold good in all speculative trans- 
actions, it will have a healthy effect in 
regulating business ventures between 
brokers and their clients. The verdict 
referred to was based on a suit entered 
by a Pittsburg firm of brokers to re- 
cover a certain amount of money due 
for oil bought for defendants. The 
latter resisted payment on the ground 
that the oil was purchased on margins, 
and being a gambling transaction was 
illegal and therefore the plaintiffs 
could not recover. Plaintiffs denied 
that the oil was bought on margins or 
that any money was deposited with 
them to meet losses that might accrue 
by the price of oil falling, and testified 
that the oil was purchased on defend- 
ants’ account to be delivered to them, 
The court held that if the oil was 
bought to be delivered the contract 
was perfectly good, even if the pur- 
chase was intended as a speculation 
only and theseller understood it to be 
such. But if it was the understanding 
that the oil was not to be delivered, 
and that only the difference in price 
was to be settled, than it would be a 
gambling contract and void. The case 
went to the jury on these facts, and it 
was evident by their finding for the 
plaintiffs that they believed the trans- 
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THE DEFENSE OF ARSENIC, 


The Committee on Public Health of 
the Massachusetts Legislature heard 
the other side of the war on arsenic 
last Friday, mention of which was 
made in last week’s issue of the RE- 
PORTER. Prof. Chandler of this city 
was present at the hearing of remon- 
strances and said his investigations had 
convinced him that there was nothing 
in the current idea that people were 
poisoned by arsenic in wall paper. He 
had been unable to trace a solitary 
instance of poisoning from that cause 
and the best authorities state that it is 
impossible for arseniureted gas to be 
given off by wall paper. This opinion 
confirms the experiments made by 
leading chemists abroad. Professor 
Chandler read from the writings of 
Professor Hoffman, Henry Watts and 
others, in support of the proposition 
that any injurious effects proceeding 
from arsenical wall papers come from 
the mechanical removal of the arsenic 
and its mixture with the air as dust, 


action was not conducted on margins, 
Brokers have since been congratulating 
themselves on the victory, and their 
books are now being overhauled with 
the view of settling long-standing con- 
tracts of a similar nature in court. 
This decision puts a new phase on oil 
operations and removes the odium 
which was formerly attached to specu- 
lative dealing. The outside public had 
been disposed to look upon all business 
in commercial exchanges as a species 
of gambling without taking the trouble 
of investigation. The Pittsburg court 
having characterized all contracts not 
made on margins as legitimate, will 
elevate the rank of broker and place 
him in a position to demand and com- 
pel the payment of just debts from 
their weak-kneed clients who cowardly 
steal out of their obligations when the 
market is against them and leave the 
broker to bear the consequences. The 
legality of the speculative purchases 
does not hinge en the intention of the 
buyer, as believed by some persons, 
but on the question whether or not the 
deals were madeon margins. Various 
other suits may now be expected to 
recover supposed lost capital.

A dye preparation, free from alcohol, em- 
ployed for coloring liquors is held to be dutia- 
bleas coloring matter assimilating to brandy 
coloring. 

The Vacuum Oil Company, Rochester. N. Y., 
has opened an English branch at The Albany, 
Liverpool. Mr. Charles C. Wakefield is the 
manager. 

Copies of the proceedings of the last annual 
convention of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association were distributed to the drug 
trade last week. 

Among those who arrived home on Sunijay 
by the Adriatic after a quiet and extended trip 
abroad was Mr. John D. Wing of the firm of 
Wing and Evans of this city. 

The brig G. W. Halls. from Black River, Ja- 
maica, for Chester, Pa., with a cargo of log- 
wood, has arrived at the Bermuda Islands in 
distress. She is badly strained. 


It is more than likely that Hirsh, Ely & Co 
will give up their works at Blossburg, Pa., and 
start anew window glass factory at Butler, 
Pa., taking advantage of the natural gas fuel. 


The Queen City Soap Works, Buriington, 
Vt., established in 1876, have a capacity for 
boiling 30,000 pounds per week. Une haif 
million pounds of tallow are handled here each 
year 

The liabilities of Fowler, Foote & Co., fish oil 
works at Wachapreaague, Va., who recently 
failed are reported at about $30,000; nominal as- 
sets estimated at about $22,000; preferred claims, 
$5,600. 

Messrs. N. Mathison & Sons, chemical manu- 
facturers of Widnes, are erecting works for the 
manufacture of soda ash by a process patented 
by the firm copjointly with an Austrian gen- 
tleman. 

The peanut crop of last season was a good 
one, but speculators at Norfolk got control of 
the market and kept it, so that prices remain 
high. A hundred thousand bushels are now 
stored at Norfolk, Va. 

Many of the dyers and calico printers of Man- 
chester, Eng., have been experimenting with 
the new substitute for tartar emetic—oxalate of 
antimony—but opinions as to its advantages 
seem to be very divided. 

Prince Bismarck’s Spirit Monopoly bill was 
last week rejected by the committee of the 
Reichstag to whom it was referred for consid- 
eration. The vote against the adoption of the 
measure was twenty to five. 

Several removals are to take place next 
monthinthe drug trade of this city, but as 
some of the interested parties are not certain 
about their new leases, the proposed changes 
are not ready to be announced, 

A plant which is said to be a specific against 
cholera and typhus has been discovered in 
Turkestan by Fodtschenko, the Russian trav- 
eler. Itisthe Ferula sumbul, and is used by 
the natives as a remedy for nearly all maladies 
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The bark W. W. Crapo, now at Liverpool,has 
been chartered to load salt for Philadelphia, 
and thence to Japan with refined petroleum. 
The bark Chattanooga. recently at Santos, 
Brazil, bas also been chartered to proceed to 
Turk’s Island for a cargo of salt 


There has been a movement on foot for the 
formation of a paper trade association in 
Boston during the past few weeks which was 
consummated by & dinner at Young’s Hotel on 
Thursday, the 11th inst at which a permaneht 
organ!zation was formed. 


Robin & Houston, Glasgow, (amongst others) 
have just announced to the trade their readi- 
ness to book candles for next season, ending 
March, 1887, at reduced figures, proper allow- 
ances to be made by them in the event of any 
further fall arising between now aud then. 


Throughout Scotland, and especially in Glas- 
goOw, operative painters are idle in very large 
humbers, and master painters instead of fe- 
stocvking with painting stuffs, as was their wont 
formerly, ruefully direct the notice of travelers 
to the fact that last year’s stock is far from 
being worked off. 


The licorice factory of S. V. & F. P. Scudder, 
a three-story brick building, extending from 
110 to 114 John street, Brooklyn was damaged 
by fire last week. The blate broke out at the 
rear of the boilef room, The loss on stock was 
$15.000, on building $13,000 and the loss on 
machinery $4,(00; insured. 


A disinfecting compound for purifying the 
atmosphere of the sick room has been present- 
ed to the Berlin Medical Society. Oils of rose- 
mary, lavender and thyme, in the proportions 
of ten, two and a half and two and a half parts 
respectively, are mixed with water and nitric 
acid in the proportion of thirty to one anda 
half. 


The St. Louis Glass Works, owned and oper- 
ated for years by Mr. J. K. Cummings, have 
been incorporated with a paid up capital of 
$30,000. The shares are held as follows: J. K 
Cummings, 287: Henry J. Ciummings, by trus 
tee, 10} Charlies Bowman, Joseph Gerardi and 
Robert Reilly, l each. Shares have been offered 
the workmen on very easy terms of payment. 


At San Francisco last week the city Marshal 
sold 1,200 five-tuel boxes of prepared opium for 
$7 80 per box, the whole amounting to $9,360. 
This is the highest price ever realized for the 
drug in that city. The opium was the lot seized 
on January 29, 1886, in the freight of the city of 
New York, and was found at the Pacific Mail 
Dock, Theentire purchase was made by one 
Chinaman. 


A new use hes been found for jute in the 
manufacture of a material called “asphalted 
jute,” which is now largely used in Europe for 
covering roofs, isolating damp wallsand floors, 
ete. It is adapted for use on farms in making 
tight reservoirs or in the construction of 
bridges, and is of value in any case where a 
material is required that is at once strong, im- 
permeable and cheap. 


Congressman Scott has introduced a bill, 
which, if passed, would practically wipe out 
the manufacture of imitation butter. It pro- 
vides for a special tax of ten centsa pound on 
oleomargarine, to be paid in stamps, similar to 
those used on packages of liquor and cigars. A 
yearly license of $150 to retail and $200 to 
wholesale is required of dealera and the pen- 
aities are extremely rigorous. 


The Clark Cave G uauo Company have filed a 
bill against W. T. Cole, of Griffin, Georgia, pray- 
ing an injunetion fora receiver and a settle- 
ment. A temporary injunction has been 
granted, and J, D. Boyd has been appointed as 
areceiver. Plaintiffsallege that defendant is 
indebted to them about $28,000. The defendant 
will answer that on a settlement he ig not in- 
debted to plaintiffs, but thxt,on the contrary, 
plaintiffs are indebted to him. 


Mr. McMeans, representing 400 workmen of 
ghe Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing Com- 
pany, read a protest before the Ways and Means 
committee last week, against any reduction of 
the duty onsoda. Soda, be said, was made 
from salt by hiseompany. The workmen were 
living im a contented way, but had become ap- 
prehensive of the results of the tariff agitation. 
All they desired was to be let alone, 


The Philadelphia Record has the largest cir- 
culation of any paper in Pennsylvania, ita daily 
average circulation being about 107,000 copies. 
Itexerts a powerful influence for good and 
fearlessly exposes wrong doing in all walks of 
life. Various efforts have been made to induce 
Mr. Singerly, the proprietor, to enter the polit- 
ical field, but he believes in protecting his 
valuable newspaper interests by leaving poli- 
tics alone, so far as he is personally concerned. 


As will be seen by an advertisement in an- 
other column, Mr. A, Coty, of No. 6 Gold 8t., 
this city, is the sole agent for the well known 
brandj of vegetable oils manufactured by the 
Marseilles firm of Nicolas Reggis, such as extra 
Java and Bombay sesame oils, two grades of 
poppy oiland a superfine extra white peanut 
oil. Buyers are enabled to get their supplies 
from Mr. Coty at the same price quoted at 
Marseilles. 


The Memphis Appeal calls attention to the 
generu! expression on the part of planters and 
others in favor of a reduction in the acreage 
in cottOn and a smaller crop, and declares that 
the very universality of the demand convinces 
it that the next crop will be larger than ever. 
W henever planters tell each other and their 
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merchants that there is an overprodiiction of 
cotton, that cotton raising is a losing business 
at present prices, and that they intend to re- 
duce the acreage one-half this year, it may be 
accepted as an unfailing sign of a still larger 
crop. 


The merchants and dealers all over the United 
States are taking much interest in the bill in- 
troduced in the House by Mr. D. R. James, and 
in the Senate by Mr. Evarts,providing that resid- 
ehtsof each State and Tetritory may, within 
the other States and Territories; and within the 
District of Columbia, solicit from merchants or 
dealers orders for goods and merchandise by 
sample, catalogue, card, price list, description 
or other representation without payment of 
license or other tax. They are sending daily 
from two toa dozen petitions praying for the 
passage of this bill. 


Mesers. John D. Park & Sons, the proprietary 
medicine jobbers of Cincinnati. have issued a 
pamphlet on the agitation of the rebate plan 
whith contains the following introductory 
statement: “The rebate plan is receiving so 
much attention because of efforts of committee 
of National Wholesale Drug Association to dio- 
tate to whom the proprietors shail sell, that we 
present two of the committee’s circulars upon 
the subject, and a few other communications 
which may be interesting. We are not mem- 
bers of this Association, but do not let this 
mislead you into thinking we will not be able 
to fill orders as promptly and completely as 
heretofore.” 


Mr. D. A. Gabay, manager of the sponge and 
chamois department at McKesson & Robbins’ 
wholesale drug establishment, bas just return- 
ed from a visit to the leading’ European mar- 
kets in search of such goods as the trade here 
demands, and the firm is now receiving by fre- 
quent steamers, a full assortment of all grades 
of bleached and unbleached sponges,free from 
sand and packed in quarter, half and fall cases. 
The firm especially recommends the sponges 
packed careftilly in bales by agents at the Flor- 
ida, Nassau and Cuban fisheries, which are al! 
natural and free from sand. Having purchased 
very largely and for cash only, buyers are 
offered great inducements in chamois skins as 
well as sponges, 


At a meeting of the Scottish Society of Chem- 
ical Industry, Mr. Chas. A. Fawsitt reada paper 
on the “Utilization of the Waste Carbon Diox- 
ide from the Manufacture of Alcohol.” This 
is used—when preserved—in the manufacture 
of bicarbonate of soda, aerated Waters, liauid 
carbon, dioxide, ammonia, &c. A discussioh 
has been going on also, partly, in the local west 
of Scotland press, as to the utilization of alkali 
waste, heaps of which cumber and render un- 
sightly the waste places of Glasgow and other 
centers of chemical manufacture. The outlet 
sought for it is chiefly that of aland manure, 
butthe cost of removal to the poor land pro- 
posed to be operated upon, it is held by some, 
would far outrun any possible crop return on 
a market so little favorable to farm produce as 
ours is now.—Colorman’s Journal, 


A decision of importance was rendered by 
the Supreme Court of the United States in the 
recent case of Higgins et al. va. McCrae. The 
appellee, a dealer in Cleveland, Ohio, engaged 
in extensive speculative transactions in lard in 
Chicago through the appellants’ commission 
house. In the course of these transactions 
losses were sustained by the appellee to a large 
amount in excess of the sum deposited by him 
as margins. Being called upon to make good 
his margins he jailed to respond, whereupon 
the Chicago firm brought suit for the losses 
sustained—over $3,000. The appellee filed a 
counter-claim for the amount of margins pre- 
viously deposited with the appellants, and 
recovered judgment against them in the United 
States Circuit Court at Cleveland, This judg- 
ment has now been reversed by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, which has directed 
the entry of a judgment for the appellants. 








OBITUARY. 


JUNIUS GRIDLEY. 


The necrology of the drug and chemical 
trades includes the names of some merchants 
whose personality was more widely kuown, 
but none who have been more thoroughly es- 
teemed or more affectionately regarded in the 
circles where he was best known, than the late 
Junius Gridley, whose death occurred almost 
without warning on last Friday nigbt. Mr. 
Gridley was amen of robust frame and con 
stitution, to whom sickness was a rare visita- 
tion. He was at business on Friday, as usual, 
and was apparently in perfect health until 
after dinner in the evening, when he com- 
plained of slight discomfort in breathing, and 
within a few hours had expired with scarcely a 
struggle. The inexpressible shock to his 
family and immediate circle of social friends, 
was greater, ouly as their ties were closer, than 
that which the announcement of his death 
brought to his late mercantile associates in 
this city. Mr. Gridley was born at Auburn, N. 
Y., September 2ist, 1821, and came to this city 
in 1839, bringing with him a slight business ed- 
ucation gained by several clerkshipsin his na- 
tive place and at Albany. Here he first ob 
tained employment with Israel Minor in the 
wholesale drug business. He subsequently was 
employed by Wm. Berger, later by Smith, 
Stratton & Wood, and tinally by Montagnie 
Ward, with whom, in 1849, he became a part- 
ner, the firm then being Ward, Close & Co, 
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This corinection continued until about 1861, 
when Mé. Gridley left the firm and conducted a 
drug brokerage business for a year or more, 
after which he formed a partnership with Mr. 
Henry Coffin under the firm style of Gridley & 
Coffin. The latter retired from the firm in 
1881, when Mr. Edward M. Gridley was ad- 
mitted under the present firm name of Gridley 
&Co. In addition to this firm Mr. Gridley was 
connected with the Phenix Chemical Works, 
of which he was one of the incorporators in 
1866, and had always been the Treas. 
urer and virtual manager. He was 
also vice-president of the H. W. Johns Manu- 
facturing Co., treasurer of the Barmuda Ocher 
Co., a director of the Lloyd’s Plate Glass In- 
surance Co. and a member of the Marine 
Underwriters’ Association. The deceased gen- 
tleman was possessed of a most genial nature 
and carried his geniality into his business no 
leas than into his social life. He possessed the 
warm affection of a large number of mer- 
chants, many of whom had enjoyed intimate 
relations with him from the beginning of his 
mier¢antile career. He was aman whose feel- 
ings and tastes never grew old, and the circle 
of those who regarded him asa friend was from 
year to year increased by men, much younger 
than he in years, but who found him none the 
less the most companionable and sympathetic 
of associates. His mercantile and social record 
was without blemish and his devotion to the 
domestic circle of which he was the head was 
abated only when it ceased in death. The sur- 
viving members of his family are his widow. 
one daughter and his son and partner, Mr. Ed- 
ward M. Gridley. The funeral of the deceased 
gentleman occurred from his residence on 
Monday, and was largely attended by his for- 
mer associates in business, including many 
representatives of the drug, paint and chemical 
trades. 


FRANK WILLIAM STERRY. 

The mortuary list has been increased by the 
demise of Col. Frank W. Sterry, who formerly 
occupied a ptominent position in the drug 
trade of this city. He was born 46 years ago 
in Norwich, Conn.,and when a boy entered 
the retail drug store of Dr. W. P. Eaton in his 
native city. After finishing his practical edu- 
cation as a dispensing druggist, he located in 
New York in 1860, and became bead clerk for 
the drug importing house of Weaver & Sterry, 
ther located at 16 Platt street. After the death 
of Mr. Weaver, he entered the present firm of 
Weater & Sterry, limited, and managed the 
foreign busitiess of the hotise. His duties re- 
quired him to be abroad two-thirds of his time, 
as he had charge of the branch establishment 
in Malaga, and while in South America he con- 
tracted a disease from which he never recov- 
ered. Mr. Sterry retired from business in 1883, 
and for the past two years and a half he had 
been suffering more or less from the lingering 
complaint until death closed his earthly career. 
He was a brother of Messrs. John A. and 
George B. Sterry of the present firm,and leaves 
a wife and four children,who reside in this city. 
The deceased gentleman was well known in 
military circles, having been connected with 
the National Guard of New York for many 
years. He was colonel of the old 6th Regi- 
ment of this State and a member of the vet- 
eran organization known as the Governor's 
Guard, composed of the officers of the regi- 
ment named.

The Or gin of Natural Gas. 


MONTREAL, CANADA, March 8, 1886, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

As I am well known to be one of the pioneers 
of the Pennsylvania oil region and especially 
in the heavy oil district around Franklin, Pa., 
it might interest the readers of the O1L, PAINT 
& DroG REPORTER to know my views on the 
origin of natural gas. I did not anticipate 
writing an article on the subject, but being a 
constant subscriber of your paper, I have read 
with special interest the different articles relat- 
ing to natural gas and in the 3d of March edi- 
tion appeared an article by Mr. Wm. Metcalf 
which quite amused me. As to Mr. Metcalt’s 
statment that natural gas existed 1,800 years ago, 
I quite agree with him as it existed years 
before that in Fredonia,Chautauqua County,N. 
Y. I was in that pleasant little town scores of 
times previous to the discovery of petroleum 
by Mr. Drake, ator near Titusville. Pa., as I 
resided at Jamestown, N. Y., hence I know of 
Fredonia’s street lamps giving their light from 
patural gas. As tothe origin of it, I consider 
it as simple to ascertain as the gasitself. The 
continuous air pressure that is on the earth ex- 
plains it. As the air penetrates the distant 
portions of the earth, it becomes carbonated 
and expansive, hence compressive of its own 
expansion in the same manner as sewer gases. 
The sea tides have a great iufiuence on the gas 
pressures, especiaily in peninsulas or narrow 
necks of land surrounded by tide waters; thus 
you find the eruptions of volcanos or earth- 
quake shocks more severe on islands or com- 
paratively narrow strips_of tide-bouv” ‘and, 
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This natural gas is ordained to be the future 


fuel of the world’s population as coal and wood 
will become exhausted, but natural @a8, 80 
long as the pressure of air continues to be the 
same, will never exhaust, and the duy is not far 
distant when all the steamships will abandon 
coal bunkers and have gas tanks filled with 
compressed gas; whereby, instead of having 60 
days fuel supply they will carry 6 months’ sup- 
ply of gas, which will buoy them up out of the 
weter. Natural gas will abound more abund- 
antly in tropical climates, as the air penetration 
is more continuous. History shows this from 
the frequent shocks of ea rthquake in such 
climates, GEO.

The commission appointed by the Mayor of

In the suit of M. K. MeMullin, an oil broker, 
to recover $5,(00 from F. B. Laughlin, onan 
old oil deal, a verdict was rendered in Pitts- 
burg last week in favor of the plaintiff, The 
defense resisted on the ground that the deal 
was simply a gambling transaction and there- 
fore illegal. Tne plaintiff avers that the oll 
was not a purchase on margins, Inthe charge 
Judge Ewing said that if tne jury found that 
the oil was not purchased on margins they 
should find for the plaintiff, as the transaction 
then could have been legitimate and legal. If 
the oil w:s purchased on margins the verdict 
should be for the defendant. The dccision, it is 
claimed, is important, as it will cpen the way 
for numerous suits of a similar nature, in} 0-v- 
ing many thousand dolia.s. 


The po ulation of Potter county, Pa., is just 
now greatly excited over the developments at- 
tending the boring for oil at Pike Mills, a point 
on the Addison and Northern Pennsylvania 
road forty miles south of Addison. Some time 
ago a company was formed in that section, one 
of the prime movers being a gentleman named 
Baker, who was largely instrumental in devel- 
oping the Gurnee coal mines in tbat section 
and who wasa firm believer that oil was to be 
found there, Funds were raised, a derrick was 
erected on the lands of the Brooner estate 
about two months ago and drilling begun. A 
depth of 1,000 feet has been reached, and the 
sanguine residents Of that region think oil will 
surely be discovered. Oil-sand and gas have 
both been found, and a flowing well of salt 
water was struck. Owners of lands thereabouts 
see fabulous fortunes already. 


“TI tell you,” said ex-Mayor J. B. Townsend, 
of Lima, O , “we have got the coming oil field 
in our section of the state. As long as forty 
years ago natural gas was discovered at Find- 
lay, and spoken of inan early history of Ohio. 
At Lima last May, while drilling for gas, they 
struck oil. There had been a good deal of 
buncombe made of it, but there is no doubt of 
it. Obio willrival Pennsylvania in time as an 
oil producing State. A good many people 
came over from that State and took a whiff of 
it. It is strongly odorous of sulphur, and is 
identical with the Canadian oil. Some wise- 
acres declared that a fissure or pocket in the 
Trenton rock had been struck, and that the 
wells would soon give out, but that one has 
been in operation ever since last September is 
now averaging thirty-eight barrels per day.” 


There is one feature connected with the pro- 
spective oil fleld of Wyoming territory that 
partakes of the ludicrous or funny character. 
This is the fact that the wonderful basin or 
lake, as prospectors term it, which is repre- 
sented to contuin supplies for ages to come and 
for all mankind, exists entirely in the minds of 
the parties. There are some surface indica- 
tions, itis true, but all statements regarding 
the existence of enormous deposits of petro- 
leum of a supemor order must be taken for 
just what they are worth andnomore. They 
result from the desire of the parties making 
them. of course, for certainly no large produc- 
ing wells have yet been foundthere. Aspecies 
of lubricating oil oozes from certain strata of 
rock which crops out along the mountain sides, 
sometimes at quite an elevation from the beds 
of the streams, and this fact is all tbat can as 
yet be offered in support of the theory of 
enormous petroleum supplies. 


For the past month or six weeks says the 
Lima, Oblo, Times there have been numerous 
oil menin the city at different times for the 
purpose, they said, of building an oil refinery. 
They would come here, Jook over the field, 
pronounce the outlook tright and depart,with- 

ut taking any definite steps toward building 
a refinery. Last week at a meeting heldin 
Cunningham's law ofilce, articles of incorpora- 
tion for “The Liberty Oil Refining Company” 
were drafted and signed by Rubert Mehaffey, 
W. R. Mehaffey and T. E. Cuningham, of 
Lima, and James R. McKeeand James L. Patty, 
of Pennsylvania. The capital stock is $100,000, 
divided iuto 2,000 shares. The papers were for- 
warded to Columbus. Another meeting was 
held by a number of gentlemen who own 
stock in some of the wells, and the matter of 
building a refinery discussed. They are all 
home capitalists and mean business. They do 
not feel disposed to have their names given to 
the public until their organization is completed 
and all arrangements made perfect. 


A test was made in Chicago of the merits 
claimed for a car heater on a street car, in 
which the heat is produced by burning refined 
oil. It consists of a brass cylinder, cight inches 
in diameter and two feetlong. This is filled 
with refined oil, which by means of a piston 
and spring outside, is kept under a constant 
pressure of 10 pounds to the squareinch. One 
cylinder is fastened horizontally underneath 
aud near the centre of each car, The oil, by 


| the action of the spring, is forced into a small 
super-heater, where it is vaporized. Under 
the floor of the car is a box of fire clay, sur- 
mounted with an iron drum about eight inches 
indiameter, The fire-box and drum are en- 
closed in a sheet iron jacket. In the floor of 
the car is a “register” or grating by which the 
heat may be regulated, and is the oniy part of 
the aparatus visible to the naked eye. The 
combustion of the vapor in the fire-box heats 
it to a white heat if necessary. The hot air 
given cff by this furnace ascends through the 
jacket and grating into the car and furnishes 
pure hot air. This isthe strongest recommen- 
dation in favor of the concern.

“The Vennsy!lvania Oil Compasy’s business 
is confined exclusively to the jobbing trade, is 
it not?” 

“Yes, and the jobber is a very uncertain cus- 
tomer—you have bim today and tomorrow, 
some other party has him, the competition of 
rival manufacturers being so sharp.” 

“What in your opinion is the present outlook 
of tne lubricating oil trade?” 

“O, the trade is all right, but values are rul- 
ing very low, as compared to former prices, 
und the stream between the manufacturer and 
the jobber is not so deep as it was and the fish- 
ing is poor—besides there is an increasing 
affection being developcd by manufacturers 
toward the consumers, that promises to make 
things interesting for the average middle 
men,”’ 

Do you think there is any prospect of anearly 
improvement in prices? 

“Well sir, you are as competent to answer 
that question as I am. The fact is, form- 
er liberal margins in good lubricating 
oils, fostered the growth of two or three 
establishments to very respectable proportions, 
and the competition for business hag been 
the principal cause of the present prevailing 
prices. Self- preservation will force some of 
the manufacturers to look fer support in the 
future to a closer relation to the consumer, and 
such a course Will briag trouble to the average 
jobber.” 

Mr. Paine was non-communicative as to his 
future intentions, but it is rumored on good 
authority that he will continue to make New 
York his headquartera, and become interested 
in the consuming trade.’

Explosion at a Linseed Oil Mill. 


Early Monday morning the linseed vil mills 
of Varney, Taylor & Co., at Toledo, Ohio, were 
destroyed by fire caused by anexplosion. The 
milis—said to be the largest in the country— 
consisted of an elevator, used for the storage 
of flaxseed, a large building containing ma- 
chinery for grinding oil, and a large two 
story brick building used for a refinery. 
A large iron tank of naphtha, cunta'ning about 
one hundred barrels, used in the new process 
of refining linseed oil, exploded with a tremen- 
dous report, entirely demolishing the building 
containing it,throwing burning oil in all direc- 
tions, and firing the other buildings of the es- 
tablishment. The force of the explosion was 
directed over the railway yards, else the de- 
struction would have been widespread. As it 
was windows of residences on the bluff were 
smashed for two squares away, and those of a 
three-story brick hotel over a square distant 
were utterly demolished on the side next to the 
explosion, even the sashes being blown in. 
The shock was like an earthquake, but as no 
spectators were yet on the scene there was no 
loss of life, 

The origin of the fire is unknown, the theory 
of spontaneous combustion and that of incen- 
diarism both having supporters. The building 
where the fire started was devoted toa new 
patented process for extracting the oil from 
the crushed seed by percolation, naphtha being 
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mable nature of the buildings, filled with lin- 
seed oil and flaxseed, and the woodwork, satu 
rated with oil, prevented any portion of the 
works being saved. 

The old process mill was valued at $60,000and 
its machinery at $25,000. The new process mill 
and machinery cost $40,000. These figures in- 
clude the stocks of oil and seed on hand in each 
The Yaryan Manufacturing Company, which 
owns the patent on the new process, loses $8,000 
worth of machinery. The toval logs on the lin- 
seed oil works, including the Yaryan company's 
lose, is $130,000. The Icsses ot the others, in- 
cluding the railroads, amount to $10,000. The 
insurance on the new process mill is put at $30,- 
000. The other buildings and machinery were 
insured for $50,600 in twenty-seven companies, 
none of which held over $5,000. The company 
will rebuild at once and continue the business. 


Mr. Christian Boehringer in Colombo. 


Mr. Christian Boehringer, who was formerly 
connected with the New York Quinine and 
Chemical Works, and who left for India three 
months ago, is thus referred to by the Times of 
Colombo. a 

“The small number of buyers of cinchona 
bark on the local market has often been a mat- 
ter for regret among sellers. We are therefore 
glad to inform our readers, most of whom are 
interested as planters of cinchona bark, that 
Mr. Christian Boehringer, who recently arrived 
from Europe, has taken up his residence in Co- 
lombo, and will commence buying cinchona 
bark for direct dispatch to two or three quinine 
factories in America. This would help to 
strengthen the local market, and in any case is 
pretty sure to increase competition. Mr. Chris- 
tian Boehringer is, we believe, a younger 
brother of Mr. Alexander Boehringer, the head 
of the Milan factory, and the prime mover in 
the once powerful quinine syndicate. On the 
failure of the Milan factory, both Mesers. Alex. 
and Christian Boehringer, whose experience of 
the intricacies of the cinchona bark marketand 
the actual manufacture of quinine is not sur- 
passed by that of anyone else, left for America 
and have since, it is believed, become connected 
with certain houses there glad to avail them- 
selves of their services. The proprietors of the 
Mannheim factory in Baden, Messrs. Boehringer 
& Co., are, we believe, cousins of Messrs. Alex. 
and Christian Boehringer, while the firm in 
Stuttgart are also relations. The name is re- 
dolent of quinine, and we hope that the advent 
of Mr. Boehringer in our midat and his pur- 
chases for the American market will be satis- 
factory alike to himself and to sellers of bark 
on the spot. We believe this is not his first visit 
to Ceylon. He was here some three years ago 
on behalf of the Milan firm, but made no stay. 
One result of his purchases will be that all bark 
purchased by him will most probably beshipped 
direct to America, relieving the home :market 


by that amount.” 
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The Cocoanut Crop Short. 


A native of Ceylon supplies the following in- 
formation about the crops in Ceylon for the 
season of 1885-6: 

“The crops of cocoanuts on nearly every estate 
in the Western Province wil! be less than 4 for 
the first six months as compared with the same 
period last year. I find that the crop already 
takenon many estates is about one-third of 
what was taken in January, 1885; this, it is eaid, 
is owing to the drought that prevailed early 
last year, but it is expected that the crops dur- 
ing the closing months of the year will be 
nearly equal to that of last year. It is, how- 
ever, positive that the total crops will be less 
than last year and this is the more to be re- 
gretted as prices are at present anything but 
favorable. [I regret to say that the same will 
be the case with cinnamon] One cocoanut 
estate to my knowledge that gave 33,000 nuts 
last year in January, gave only 13,000 in Janu- 
ary this year, and another that gave 17,000 only 
gave 7,000. Iam afraid from all inquiries that 
I have made that for some time to come prices 
will not improve.” 


Glass Manufacturers in the Tariff 
Straggle. 

Another opportunity was presented laut week 
for the glass manufacturers to present their 
protest against the proposed reduction of duty, 
to the Ways and Means Committee. 

Mr. E. A. Hitchcock, of st. Louis, on behalf 
of the Crystal Plate Glass Company, submitted 
un argument in opposition to that portion of 
the Morrison bill which proposes a reduction 
of the rate of duty on plate glass. The manu- 
facturers of plate glass, he said, did not ask for 
any increase of duty, but maintained that a 
reduction of the import duty, which had so 
long existed, would be an injury alike to the 
Gevernment of the United States, to Ameri- 
can industry and all American consumers, and 
a benefit to foreign manufacturers alone. In 
case of the reduction, a branch of American 
industry, already established with satisfactory 
prospects of success, would be destroyed; and 
such reduction would amount to nothing short 
of bad faith with its own citizens. That prices 
bad declined he showed was due to the in- 
erease of the output and the introduction of 
various contrivances for reducing the cost. 

J. R. Donnelly, of New York, representing 
firms engaged in bevelling plate glass, asked 
that a specific rate duty, verying from 14 to 3

Mr. Heroy,of the firm ot Heroy & Marenner, 
importers of plate glass in New York, attempt- 
ed to answer Mr. Hitchcock.

Duty on American Petroleum Bar- 
rels in Germany, 
REPORT OF CONSUL GENERAL RAINE, 
The Reichstag is at present in session. A 


motion was offered on Thursday *Nov- 
‘ember 1885 last to annul the action 
of the Federal Council imposing an 


additional duty upon petroleum barrels. A 
petition was presented by the Board of Trade 
of Stettin taking the ground that the resolu- 
tion of the Federal Council, already enforced, 
raises the question whether the Federal Coun- 
cil has the power to amend or altcur at any time 
import dutier prescribed by the German tariff. 

It isevident that the petroleum duty ques- 
tion will come in all ite bearings before the 
Reichstag. Thus far Russian petroleum come 
panies have not met with the anticipated suc- 
cess; but they ar@ active, and bave lately en- 
tered inte arrangements with several large 
railroad and steamship corporations in Russia 
for the transportation of naphtha productsto 
seaports. The Trans-Caucasian HKailroad has 
agreed to erect in Baku and Batoum reservoirs 
to hold each 200,000 poods—63 poods to a ton. 
The Southern road has also erected large 1es- 
ervoirs in Kiew, and the Russiun Steamship 
and Trade Company agrees to erect reservoirs 
in Odessa to hold not less than 360,40 poods; 
besides, a large number of new tank cars have 


been ordered.

American Lard and Rosin in Ger- 
many. 
REPORT OF VICE CONSUL DITTMER, or 
STETTIN. 


Lard to the ameunt of 8,118 tons arrived here 
by sea in 1884, against 4,033 tons in 1883 and 
8,874 tons in 1882. In the beginning of 3884, 45 
marks were paid for 50 kilograms of Wilcox, 
and 44 marks for Fairbanks lard in bond, net, 
including cask, and inthe middle of February 
even 47 marks and 46 marks, respectively. 
During the following weeks extensive business 
was done at fluctuating prices. Owing to the 
depressed state of the market in the United 
States a decline took place also at Stettin, and 
no mere than 43 marks were obtainable for the 
Wilcox brand in April, 42 to 414 marks in 
June, and 39 marks in the beginning of July. 
The : rices of the Fairbank brand were always 
quoted 1 mark lower than those of the Wilcox 
brand. Animated by higher quotations from 
the United States, the Stettin market looked 
up, and as in August the stocks here grew 
smaller, it became firm, and Wilcox brought 42 
marks and Fairbank 4144 marks. Towards the 
endofthe year prices declined again, andin 
December only 89 marks were paid for both 
brands. 

Of American rosin 9,762 tons were imported, 
consequently a greater quantity than in any 
one of the preceding years; this greater import 
was principally due to the cheap steamboat 
freights, which sometimes took rosin as bal- 
last. In the beginning of the year brown and 
good strained sold at 5 marks, clear at 534 to 6 
marks according to quality. for 50 kilograme, 
including cask and J0 per cent tare, but sales 
dragged throughout the year, prices went 
down, and the quotations at theend of the year 
were only 4 to 4,1 marks for good strained, and 
4.6 to 5.5 marks for clear.

Recently we have been able to collect a great 
deal of information regarding graphite in its 
various forms and the multitndirous uses to 
which it is applied, says the Tropical Agricul- 
turisi, and now we have a very curious contri- 
bution to our knowledge from China. Ic will 
be seen that, by the celestials, a special form of 
graphite, associated with coal and bitumen, 
but confounded with neither by the astute 
Chinese, is used when mechanically united to 
lime as a plaster or mortar and with cloth fibres 
(also mechanically), so as to form a permanent 
dye. Hereare two new uses for the extraor- 
dinary substance which aids in the manufac- 
ture of steel ordnance, is itself manufactured 
into pencils, and is good asa lubricant and a 
fire-proof paint. It was formerly valued as a 
medicine, and the writer of the very interest- 
ing account we quote has found the form of 
the ore he describes useful in surgery as a 
styptic and a substitute for substances usually 
employed as “dry dressings.”’

“*a kind of bitumen,’’ and as it bas not been 
mentioned by any other writer with whose 
pages I am familiar, possibly the correction of 
this mistake and the noting of two uscs to 
which it is put by the Chinese may prove of 
interest. 
» Asuspicion of its bituminous origin might 
arise from the facts that at some places there 
are found traces of petroleum in connection 
with the coal measures near which it is found, 
and that water in which it is macerated some- 
times shows an iridescent film upon its surface. 
The substance in question is, however, amor- 
phous graphite; and although it is mined in 
localities near the coal beds, the Chinese them- 
selves insist that it has no connection with 
them. The provinces of Chihli and Shantung 
gre mainly supplied from mines in tke foot- 
hilis of the range bounding the great plain on 
the northwest, and much of this material is 
shipped from Liuliho, whence large quantities 
of lime and coal are also forwarded; this city, 
situated at the head of one of the affiuents of 
the Peiho, being the distributing point for a 
large mountain region. Near Liuliho, surface 
indications of petroleum seem to abound. 

One of the uses before mentioned in its mix- 
ture with lime, to make a very hardand durable 
plaster, used in situations that are exposed to 
the weather. Because of this association, the 
Chinese call this “‘lime’’ like the other, al- 
though, as they say, it has not the flery princi- 
ple of the white lime. 

A peculiarity of this graphite is its avidity 
for water, not from chemical affinity, as with 
Mme, but from its great absorbent qualities. 
The crude graphite, in lumps as it comes from 
the mines, when exposed tg contract with 
water, at once becomes permeated by it, and 
falls into powder. In this state the particles 

giide upon each other with the greatest ease, 
giving that lubricating quality which is char- 
acteristic of graphite. When mixed with 
freshly slaked Jime, grapbite in this state can 
be very thoroughly incorporatad with it, each 
One of the finely divided particles becoming 
imbedded in a matrix of lime, and by laborious 









of using it in medicine. 
scopic qualities of the fine, soft, velvety pow- 
der, which may easily be obtained by leviga- 
tion, indicate a direction in which it may ad- 































working and pressure, as the mortar sets the 
mass can be so consolidated as to make, when 
hardened, one of the best and finest grained 
mortars known, specimens of which can be 
seen in the so-called chunam roofs. 

The superiority of this mortar is due solely to 
the pbysival character of the little knife-edged 
microscopic fragments of carbon; and yet, 
strange to say, the use of silicious sand in mor- 
tar does not seem to have commended iteelf to 
native builders. I have never been able to get 
one who was not familiar with foreign ways of 
building to acknowledge its utility. True, it is 
somewhat difficult to obtain on this great allu- 
vial plain, still where it can be had, so far as I 
know, loam is used in preference, 

To pass to the second economic use of graph- 
ite; this is the curiou3 one of dyeing cloth. 
The cotton garments universally worn by the 
middle classes are colored with this substance, 
The cloth is soaked in a hot, aqueous mixture 
of graphite, in which there isa little glue. It 
is then placed on a stone and mauled with 
wooden beaters, again immersed and again 
beaten, the process being repeated many times 
with each piece, until the cloth assumes a deep 
and uniform tint attained by thus mechanically 
forcing the fine particles uf carbon more and 
more deeply into the fiber of the cloth. 

Ihave rarely seen a more beautiful object 
than fibers scraped from the cloth, loaded with 
brilliant, razor-like fragments of carbon, like 
diamoné dust, especially when viewed in glyc- 
erine, under a 4 immersion lens. It is difficult 
to believe that such beautiful transparent ob- 


jects make up In mass the dull opaque plum- 


bago. 

This process of dyeing, if we may call it so, I 
believe to be unique in the artas practised at 
the present day. The color is, of course indes- 
tructible by the sun or chemical action, and 
can only be discharged by thorough and re- 
peated washings. Hence it makes a very satis- 
factory and permanent color for Chinese gar- 
ments, and approves itself to the utilitarian 
mind, as witness its universal use. 

Graphite is abundant, and sells in the market 
here for 5 casha catty; yet these are all the 
industrial uses of it, so far as I know. 

Lead pencils, crucibles, stove blacking and 


lubricating are not yet achieved by means of 
it. 


Oddly enough, the Chinese have not thought 
Yet the great hydro- 


vantageously be employed. 
In such affections as require dry dressings, 


é. g., moist eczemas and purulent otitis, it could 
not fail to be of service. 
considerable value. I have found that a com- 
bination of 3 parts of graphite, 2 parts of resin, 
and 1 part of acacia, by weight carefully tritu- 
rated, possesses very marked bie mostatic prop-

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American and Russian Petroleum in 


Germany. 
We have taken from the reports of U. 8. 


Consuls in Germany, which have just been 
published, the following extracts on the petro- 
leum trade and nature of the competition in 
the several consular districts named: 


PETROLEUM IN BREMEN, 
The total import of this article from July 1, 


1881, to July 1, 1832, was 1,195,732 barrels; since 
that time a gradual decrease in the importa- 
tlon of petroleum has been taking place here, 
and on July 1 of this year the imports for the 
fiscal year were only 635,234, or a decrease of 
530,498 barrels as compared with the fiscal year 


881-82, 
The largest stock in store was on the 28th 


day of June, 1883, when it was 951,344 barrels. 
On the Ist July, 1885, it was 448,070 barrels, and 
the number was still decreasing. The falling off 
of the petroleum trade with the United States 
may be in part accounted for by the develop- 
ment of the Russian petroleum. The large re- 
fineries at Fiume, Austria, also now import 
Russian petroleum, and have taken away from 
Bremen much of the trade with Southern Ger- 
many, Austria and Switzerland. 


The competition of the Russian oil, favored 


as it is by customs regulations and railroad 
tariffs, has; caused the prica of the American 
article to fall to 80 low a figure as to allow the 
importer very little, if any, profit, though the 
charges of importing and reshipment of oil to 
the interior are in Bremen as low as io any 
other petroleum port on the continent. 


In wy opinion the petroleum trade could be 


revived and again made profitable were Amer- 
ican exporters to send only good oil which will 
stand the tests required by the laws of this 
country, and in barrels in good condition and 
carefully glued, to avoid unreasonable leakage 
during the voyage. To show the heavy losses 


the importers sometimes suffer through leak- 


age, I may mention that when a vessel lately 


arrived in this port, after an ordinary voyage, 

laden with 8,304 barrels of petroleum, dis- 

charged her cargo, more than 300 barrels were 

empty, causing a loss to the importer of about 

7,000 marks ($1,6€6.) 

RUSSIAN VS. AMERICAN PETROLEOM 
SAXONY. 

The Leipsic Chamber of Commerce strikesa 
severe blow atthe American exporters of pe- 
troleum, It says in its last annual report in 
effect that the greatest evil in the American 
petroleum lies in the bad quality of the oil, 
notwithstan ding the fact that it passes the reg- 
ular inspection and test before appearing on 
the German market; that American exporters 
send petroleum to Germany knowing that it is 
too heavy, weak in illuminating power, aud of 
a discolored, milky appearance; that in the 
selection of barrels there is more than usual 
negligence displayed, and that improperly sea- 
soned barrels, or old ones which are worm- 
eaten or unfit for the purpose of transporting 
oil are very often used. 

This isatimely warning. Rusgsla is leaving 
no commercial expedient untried in order to 
secure the German petroleum market, anda 
powerful intluence ig at work in Germany 
looking to this end. 

The recently revived effort of the Imperial 
Government of Germany to tax petroleum 
barrels as “cooper ware” with 10 marks per 
double centner, instead of the present tax of 6 
marks tare, which is only 6 marks per double 
ceutner net is causing much discussion 
throughout the Empire. The great shipping 
interests of Northern Germany, which will be 
seriously impaired should the new effort of the 
Government succeed, are considerably excited 
over the matter, and are making a vigorous 
protest; but the hope that the Reichstag will 
refuse to pass the measure js very slight. Only 
one hope, and that isa very reasonable one, is 
left. An earnest effort will be made to have 
the Government permit all barrels to enter 
free, which are again sent back to the United 
States. A still better way to relieve the threat- 
ened danger is to transport American petroleum 
intended for the German market in sbip tanks. 
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The principal objection to such a course would 
be the blow it would give to our own cooper 
interests. 

RUSSIAN VS. AMERICAN PETROLEUM AT BERLIN. 

With regard to the recent change here in the 
mode of collecting duties on petroleum (al- 
ready reported in my reports No. 45, September 
26, and No. 52, October 14, 1885), I have recently 
found in No. 8 of the Norddeutsche Zeitung of 
January 3, 1885, an article which is sufficiently 
interesting to deserve translation: 

“The question of the competition of Russian 
petroleum with American oil has been treated 
heretofore exclusively from a mercantile 
standpoint, without any regard for the interest 
of the consumers in general. 

Up to the present time hardly any other but 
American petroleum was brought into the Ger- 
man market, gradually establishing a sort of 
monopoly in thearticle. But itis tothe inter- 
est of consumers that there should be competi- 
tion. Without competition Germany runs the 
risk of strengthening the monopoly for an arti- 
cle which has gradually become indispensable 
for a large number of people, and if,as is the 
case in many other articles, a “ring’’ is formed, 
the latter could control prices at its pleasure. 

As comparrd with former times, the prices 
for petroleum are at present not bigh, but they 
would prabably be still lower if the offers of 
oil-producing countries could compete with 
each other, which at present is not the case, 
Petroleum, with slight exceptions, is not a do- 
mestic product; the few domestic suurces of 
supply, if compared with the consumption, are 
insignificant. The interests of the consumers 
ef petroleum may perhaps be opposed by the 
interests of German navigation, which derives 
profitfrom the transportation of American 
petroleum. If, however, the consumption of 
Russian oil, which has many advantages over 
the American, should find a better market 
here, it is probable that the German will bring 
the oil from the eastern coast of the Black Sea 
with like profit as from American ports, 

If Germany restricts itself exclusively to the 
American supply, it is further to be taken into 
consideration that this practice may cause dis- 
turbances, feit by every German household 
considering the indispensability of petroleum. 

In case of a war, for instance, with any 
superior power at sea, the petroleum supply 
from America could bs cut off entirely. 

As regards the indispensable necessaries of 
life, it is always better to have more than one 
source of supply, and therefore it lies in the 
interest of the entire economic want of our 
nation to assume at least no hostile position 
towards the Russian competition in supplying 
petroleum. 

AMERICAN VS. RUSSIAN PETROLEUM IN SILESIA, 

The import and consumption of American 
petroleum have not materially decreased since 
my last annual report, notwithstanding the 
cheap freight rates on the Russian railwaysand 
the continuous efforts of interested parties to 
supplant the American by the Caucasian oil, 
It is asserted that 48,000 cwt. of Russian petro- 
leum were imported into Silesia duriag the 
year 1884 and sold in all parts of the province. 
This is undoubtedly an exaggerated statement, 
as except in Upper Silesia, near the terminus of 
the Russian railway, the product of the Nobel 
Brothers bas not been sold to any extent in 
this province. The average prices of American 
petroleum in Breslau, in 1884, per cwt. duty 
paid, less 20 per cent tare, were according to 
the Chamber of Commerce record, as follows;

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Except in certuin parts ‘of ‘Upper Silesia, the 
Russian oil cannot be sold much bclow these 
prices, the cost of transportation being 14.10 
per ton per kilometer; besides there isa trifling 
loss when sold by liquid measure—at retail— 
owing to its heavier specific weight. 

“I estimate the petroleum consumed in this 
province,” writes a gentleman well informed 
on the subject, “at between 100,000 and 125,000 
barrels per annum; and when I speak of petro- 
leum,I mean the American product, for the 
Russian article, which a few years ago was in- 
troduced into this market, and was bought and 
sold at a price considerably lower than that of 
the American, has not been able to offer the 
latter any formidable competition. In quality 
it does not meet the demands of this market, 
nor are our jamp wicks and burners adapted tq 
itsuse. It is true that last year large quanti- 
ties were brought hither, but the experience 
based on that speculation is not an alluring 
one.” The Russian petroleum is brought from 
Baku via Warsaw, intanks. The amount of 
American petroleum that arrived here in 1884 
per Oder river was 258,800 cwt; in 1883, 291,230 
cwt; in 1880, 61,480 cwt; 46,820 cwt. came by rail 
in 1884, 

PETROLEUM AT STETTIN. 

American petroleum was imported as fol- 
lows: 

In 118 vessels there were from the United 
States 211,018 barrels; from German ports, 44,- 
174 barrels; from England, 1,480 barrels; from 
Russia, 6,026 barrels; total, 262,698 barrels, 
against 253,363 barrels inf 1883, and 276,976 bar- 
Tels in 1888, = CS cee 
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Last year 273,854 barrels were dispatched 
from this port, against 231,168 barrels in 1883, 
and 259,791 barrels in 1882, leaving stocks of 
46,798, 55,380 and 87,272 barrels in the above 
years. 

The import of C aucasian petroleum via 8t. 
Petersburg decreased about 5,600 barrels in 
1884, although the parties interested had pro- 
phesied a considerable increase. Russian pe- 
troleum is as clear as water, and as regards 
color, surpasses the yellowish standard white 
of the American, and the test point is a higher 
one. However, in order to use Russian petro- 
leum, all the lamps, wicks and glasses would 
have to be altered. and as the price of Russian 
Petroleum is not cheaper, the consumers of 
petroleum see no reason why they should in- 
cur extra expense in order to make use of Rus- 
sian petroleum. 

The German Russian Naphtha Company at 
Berlin makes every effort to introduce into 
Germany the Caucasian petroleum of Messrs. 
Nobel & Co.’s wells, by pleading for cheaper 
railway tariffs and building large reservoirs at 
the German-Russian frontier. 

The company also intends building large tank 
vessels for the transport of their petroleum in 
the Baltic, and establishing a depot in our out- 
port, Swinemunde, whence also, during winter 
time, it could be forwarded to the interior of 
Germany by railway. 

The price of refined petroleum was 94 marks 
for 50 kilograms net, including casks, cash 
without discount,in the beginning of 1884, 
went down to 7.60 marksin July, but soon rose 
atrifie, and from 8 to 8.20 marks were paid 
during the remainder of the year. The dis- 
patch of petroleum ships is now a quick one, a 
second storage yard having been opened below 
the bridges at Stettin, which has the great ad- 
vantage that the ships have not to pass them, 
which saves time and expense. It also enables 
ships carrying frem 6,000 to 7,000 barrels to ac- 
cept freights to Stettin, whereas in former 
years only vessels carrying at the utmost 4.000 
barrels could reach the discharging berths at 
the old petroleum yard, 
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Petroleum in France. 


REPORT OF CONSUL MASON, 

It is proposed in the following report to de- 
fine concisely the status of American and Rus- 
sian petroleum in the market of Marseilles, the 
conditions under which the present competi- 
tion is maintained. and the probable effect of 
such rivalry upon American petroleum exports 
to this country. 

Since the introduction of kerosene into 
Europe as an illuminating material, Marseilles 
has been the principal port of the Meditterra- 
nean for the reception and distribution of all 
petroleum products. At first the imports were 
exclusively of refined oil, but the French tariff 
of $7.72 per barrel on refined, $5.52 on crude, 
and $1.27 on lubricating oil favored the estab- 
lishment of the refining industry here, and 
there are now in this consular district two re- 
finerics at Marseilles, two at Nimes, and one at 
Balaruc, in the neighborhood of Cette. Until 
two years ago the entire import of crude and 
refined petroleum at Marseilles was of Amerti- 
can origin, and the yearly receipts since 1871 
were as follows:

In the above total receipts for 1883 there are 
included 8 barrels of Russian crude oil which 
was imported for experimental purposes by 
one of the refiners of Marseilles. During the 
following year (1884) the receipts of Russian 
petroleum rose to 558 barrels of crude from the 
Kuban district, and 10,309 barrels of refined, all 
or nearly all of which last came from the re- 
fineries at Baku. During the first eleven 
months of the present year the imports have 
been :

It becomes therefore a matter of interest to 
consider the nature and extent of this newly 
developed Eastern competition, the conditions 
under which the oils of Southern Russia are 
obtained and transported to this market, and 
their probable future influence as rivals of 
American petroleum. This inquiry naturally 
divides itself into two questions: 

1, The extent of the supply of Russian oils 
and present and prospective facilities for 
transporting them to this market. 

2. Their quality, in comparison with Ameri- 
can standards. 

I, THE EXTENT OF THE SUPPLY. 

Russian petroleum comes from two districts: 
that of Balakhani, eight miles from Baku, on 
the Caspian Sea, in Eastern Caucasus, and from 
Tiskie, in the province of Kuban, on the south- 
ce -) shore of the Black Sea, east of the Crimea, 
U. ; e806 two fields, by far the most important 


in respect to the quantity and quality of the 
product. is the oil district of Baku. 
THE QUALITY OF THE RUSSIAN PRODUCT. 

It has been popularly supposed that refined 
Russian petroleum is, even under the best con- 
ditions, greatly inferior to the standard Ameri- 
can brands. This is erroneous, Some of the 
Oils that first came to France and Germany 
from the small, rude, native refineries near 
Baku were yellow, thick and impure, and gave 
a bad name to Russian petroleum; but the fact 
is that when properly refined, as they now are 
by the Nobel and other companies, the oils of 
the Caucasus are equal to the best American 


qualities in color, illuminating power and free- ' 


dom from smell. There is forwarded with this 
report a sample of oil refined in the Kuban dis- 
trict two years ago by the “Standard Russe,”’ 
which itis believed, will compare favorably 
with any Pennsylvania sample of equal age. 
Ordinarily the Russian oils, even when refined, 
are slightly lees fluid than the American, but 
this difficulty is wholly overcome by lamps 
manufactured at Vienna, and which are now 
sold throughout most of Europe. Careful sci- 
entific experiments at St. Petersburg, London 
and Paris have shown Russian kerosenes of 
specific gravitics from 803 degrees to 828 de- 
grees, and igniting at from 32 degrees to 34 de- 
grees R., to have strength, steadiness and dura- 
tion of illuminating power equal to the best 
American qualities. There is of course, a great 
deal of inferior kerosene refined in Galicia and 
shoved upon the German and Austrian markets 
in American barrels and cases. The thick, 
yellow product of the smal! native refineries at 
Baku could not be sold in any civilized market, 
but the fact remains that Russian kerosene can 
be made as good as the best. 

The one point in which the superiority of 
American crude oils appears to be radical and 
decisive isin their greatly superior richness in 
illuminating material. 

The crude oils of Kuban and Baku yield in

Whereas good Pennsylvania crude yields, as 
is well known, 82, 85 and even 88 per cent of re- 
fined oil. To overcome this disparity in some 
degree, the “Standard Russe” has adopted at 
Ilskie or in its refinery at Novorossisk a pro- 
cess of condensing the light properties by dis- 
tillation or treating with chemicals 1ta crude 
oils in sucha way as to eliminute the 35 per 
cent ot astatki, or heavy, thick fuel oil which it 
contains, and thereby increase to that degree 
the proportion of light oil in the crude which 
it imports to be refined at Marseilles. 

A sample of this condensed light crade oil is 
inclosed with this report. Oil of this character 
cun be piped at any season, It contains prob- 
ably 50 per cent of illuminating oil, and being en- 
titled to entry as crude makes a great saving 
in both duty and fre!ght when imported to 
Marseilles. The comparison between Ameri- 
can crude and this partially refined naphtha 
from the Kuban is at present in this narket as 
follows: American crude, containing 82 to 8 
per cent of illuminating oil, costs in this mar- 
ket only from 80 to 90 cents per barrel more 
than Russian crude, which yields, if raw, oaly 
80 per cent, or if condensed 50 per cent of 
refined oil. As both are subject to the same 
high import duty of $5 52 per barrel, the 
superior producing power of the American 
crude far outweighs its slight excess of cost, 
and this advantage would seem to be perma- 
nent and practically decisive as long as present 
conditions continue, A serious reduction of 
the French duty on crude naphtha would re- 
duce in a corresponding degree the advantage 
which is secured by the present tariff to Amer- 
ican crude imports. This contingency is too 
improbable to be seriously considered. 

The only other serious danger, aside trom the 
possibility of further discoveries at Kertch, 
lies in the future construction of a pipe line, 
which would bring the refined petroleum of 
Baku to the Black Sea. Once at Batoum, the 
kerosene of the Caucasus can be shipped as 
follows:

But, as has been already indicated, barrels in 
the Caucasus are scarce and expensive, the 
capacity of the railway from Baku to Batoum 
is limited, and its rates excessiv®, and the pro- 
bability of a pipe line over the same route is 
exceedingly remote and uncertaiz. Thus far 
the Russian Government has not seemed desir- 
ous of promoting the export of petroleum to 
foreign countries, Duties on imported machin- 
ery, railway freights and concessions of oil 
lands have been held at high and 
inflexible rates. Except the great Nobel 
Company, which refines on a large. scale 
at Baku for the Russian market, it does not 
appear that petroleum operations in the Cau- 
casus have been largely profitable. Colonel 
Novosiltsoff, who obtained the original con- 





cession of all oll-lands in the Kuban, sunka 
large fortuue in that enterprise. Of the two 
hundred or more refineries at Baku, more than 
half are permanently idle for want of a market 
for theirproducts. Even the “Standard Russe,” 
which began with such high expectations three 
years ago, has expended twelve millions of 
francs in the Kuban, and has actained only a 
net result of 100 barrels of light oil per day. 
Neither in France nor in England have any of 
these Caucasian enterprises any further charm 
for intelligent capitalists. 

At Fiume, on the Adriatic, a large refinery, 
favored by the nominal Austrian import duty 
on crudeoil, and advantageous railway freights 
on refined, has refined during the past year 
about 100,000 barrels of crude from Baku, and 
it is probable that throughout Russia and a 
large part of Austria and the Levant American 
kerosene will be finally forced out of compe- 
tition, 

But until Russian naphtha is greatly im- 
proved in quality by deeper boring, and their 
marketable supply of refined is largely in- 
¢reased by new transportation facilities, it does 
not seem likely that American supremacy, ex- 
cept in the countries adjacent to the Black 
Sea, will be more seriously impaired than it 
has been hithecto. The best attainable opinion 
here is that the import of Russian petroleum 
at Marseilles has reached its maximum 
under present conditions and management. 
Two suggestions are urged as import- 
ant to the exporting interests of the 
United States. First, that the illicit use of 
American barrels and brands to force inferior 
Galician or Russian kerosene upon ignorant 
purchasers should be everywhere watched and 
opposed by all possitle means; and, finally, our 
exporters should avoid shipping abroad oils 
which by long storage have degenerated below 
the high standard of quality which has uni- 
formly characterized American petroleum. In 
the growing contest with Russiau competitors 
our refiners and exporters have advantages 
which, if properly conserved and utilized, 
should give them control of the world’s great 


oil markets for many years to come,

The Decadence of the American Pe- 
troleum Supply Began. 
(Written expressly for the O,, P. & D. R.] 
BY ALLEN NORTH LEET, A. M- PH. D. 


Having watched the outflow of petroleum 
from the time when Col. Andrew C. Ferris first 
utilized itat Tarentum where he obtained it 
in boring for salt in 1858 until the present day, 
having studied the geological formation of all 
the oil-producing strata, baving noted the 
steady and palpable reduction in product and 
having recently inspected the present oil-pro- 
ducing territory. I am firmly convinced of the 
fallacy of the theory—never supported by any 
geological foundation—that active internal 
forces were still energetically engaged in the 
work of petroleum manufacture, And I am 
equally impressed with the fact that while new 
territories may be developed to a limited ex- 
tent, yet the central reservoir bas been pretty 
welltapped and that in brief twenty years 
hence, American petroleum will be as scarce— 
although not extinct—as whales had become 
when American petreleum was first exhumed, 
The result of the writer’s investigations bas 
developed a perfectly plain cause for the exist- 
ence and the present exhaustion of the petro- 
leum yield. 

It is established plainly to the mind of the 
writer that in the Chemung period of 
the Devonian age an internal sea with 
ashore where southwest New York and north- 
west Pennsylvania. now are with irregular 
lines skirting a portion of Ohio, West Virginia 
and Kentucky covered a large portion of this 
section of the North American continent. This 
was the period in which were laid down the 
rocks that the oil seekers have been 80 indus- 
triously boring for during a quarter 
of a century. Limestone is not found; 
therefore the sea was shallow. Shale 
alternates with sandstone, therefore 
mud flats must bave existed with sandy barri- 
ers, A similar condition of shore now exists 
along the Atlantic side of New Jersey. It is 
altogether probable as Nature’s works always 
bear resemblance to each other that the Che- 
mung shores of the early internal sea bore close 
similarity to the present New Jersey sandbanks 
and included marshes. 

These marshes are thickly covered with a 
heavy and rank salt grase, which grows stur- 
dily and in great thickness with the roots well 
matted with seaweed. Channels are cut through 
them in various directions. In the Chemung 
period the soil of the marshes must have en- 
joyed at least a tropical heat. The atmosphere 
was surcharged with carbonic acid gas. Then 
we have the three elements necessary for veg- 
orine vegetation, viz.: mud flats, great heat 
and plenty of nutriment for vegetable life. 
Salt water marshes existed in the Chemung 
period and they were filled with rank salt veg- 
etation. It is further well known that the 
surface of the ground then, made more 
than now, underwent the two processes 
either of very slow or of very rapid subsidence 
and uprising. These salt marshes throwing up 
gigantic and fragile weeds may have been sub- 
ject to subsidence—not enough actually to de- 
stroy vegetation, but only sufficient to draw 
mature plants under water and keep them 
there undecayed, as water will, and furnish 
first enough decay at the top to feed the new 
vegetation that would struggle upward. Let 


the process goon asa similar one did in the 
fresh marshes of the coal formation and we 
have the one thing needed for the making of 
petroleum, viz., a deposit of undecayed veget- 
able substance, or perhaps many of them, 
separated by water courses or even sand banke, 
the whole extending over large areas and the 
separaté over perhaps many miles, or hundreds 
of miles in extent. When all this was laid down 
and asufficient depth had been preserved, a 
sudden subsidence would cause the ,ocean to 
burst in the sand barriers and sweeping over 
uhe marshes carry everywherea deep burial 
covering of sand. This may have been repeat - 
ed many times and layers of salt marsh vegeta- 
tion may have underlain every sand de- 
posit. Thus within walls that ¢ffectually ex- 
cluded the atmosphere, soft and easily decom- 
posed into their chemical elements lay waiting 
nature’s next act. What was that ? 

What, according to all analogy and the ex- 
perience of twenty-five years in oil-boring to 
fortify the belief, could it have been but the 


; application of the internal heat? This acting 


powerfully and steadily could not consume 
these plants and drive off in vapor the salt 
water shut up within them. The sand now 
bardening into sandrock prevented that. The 
heat, therefore, distilled the watery weeds, 
taking away their furm as it extracted the sim- 
ple carbon and hydrogen which composed them 
The latter sought a new combination and join- 
ing inproportions which chemical laws well 
know and which were compatible with the heat 
of distillation, formed the hydrocarbon com- 
pound now known as petroleum, The salt 
water took its place beneath the oil and the gas 
which high beat at the same time also evolved, 
arose above both oil and water in its volatility. 
The continually increasing pressure drove the 
gas through the open fissures and chambers of 
the rock in every direction, and then we fird 
them to-day imprisoned in natural retorts far 
away from the oil and in its immensity and the 
accumulated pressure of agcs, supplying towns 
and cities with illumination and fuel. 


Ths came heat that distilled the oil operated 
with some force upon the sand; and while 
helping its formation into rock at the same 
time cracked it in every direction. These 
cracks have probably yet some undiscovered 
bearing, but they have been pretty well fol- 
lowed up. The attraction of gravitation or the 
weight of the sand rock would after the distil- 
lation of the oil press down the liquid mage. 
Hence the gas and oil and water would flow 
into every crevice, and soon wherever a crack . 
vertical, inclined or horizontal, smail or lar; e, 
could be found, The generation of the gas by 
expansive force would act powerfully against 
the overlapping rock crust and thus force ita 
way into receptacles far removed from the oil 
and there accumulating form the “naturalgas’’ 
in tbe vast volumes that are now being util- 
ized. If at any place the crust should yield it 
would be litted so as to make folds in the esur- 
face. In some places it might even crack with- 
out breaking through the surface of upward 
tolds. These cracks extending far over the 
previous level would be seized by the water 
then again submerging the land, and madeinto 
channels for their currents. When again tbe 
uprising land emerged from the ocean these 
channels would be the bedsofstreams. For 
ages running along these beds, carrying off the 
vast volume of drainage incident to these wet 
eras, the streams would cut deep beneath the 
surface, whi'ethe debris from the upper strata 
cut off by cold and subordinate erosions would 
fail down the banks. 

The river valleys of the whole oll region are 
valleys of erosion; and whenever anticlinal in 
character, i. e., when the rocks on either side 
pitch away from the line of streams, it 
is at least probable that their original 
course was determined by the above named 
causes. In the early history of oil boring it 
happened that the confined gas reacting against 
the oil, drove it out of the well in volumes or 
jets, making a flowing well. 

The only objection to this view of the subject 
that we can imagine raised, is that fossils are 
wanting as also the remains of the galt grase. 
The answer is that an intensity of heat suffi- 
cient to distill the petroleum, would destroy al 
fossil remains and change the form of vegetal 
ble into the oleaginous, Analogy can no more 
be discarded from geological science than from 
any other branch of knowledge. We know 
that the coal was deposited in a somewhat sim- 
ilar way. A theory therefore which accounts 
for existing phenomena and accords with the 
facts of another well known and similar natu- 
ral production, can bardly be overthrown for 
want of fossils, especially as none of the oil de- 
posits are found so near the surface that we 
could get at the fossils if they existed, while 
the distillation so effectually destroyed the 
form of the soft watery plants, that no remains 
could reasonably be expected now to exist, 
apy more than cotton could be found in a solu- 
tion of alcohol and ether. 

The conclusion from these facts and from 
others—notably the steady decline in output, 
the lessened yieldand life of modern “gush” 
err,” from pristine wells like the “Maple- 
Shade” and others, the exploding appliances 
chat have to be used to reach every recess in 
the sand stones, the uncertainty attending 
boring—is irresistible. The decadence of the 
American oil supply has begun, and it be- 
hooves those interested in the cheap light ef 
the future to bear this fact in mind, and to ex- 
plore nature's laboratory in new directions 
without celay.

The spring season has made a good start and 
though manufacturers and dealers in some 
lines complain of dullness, the volume of busi- 
ness in general paints and colors is Jargely in 
excess of that of previous corresponding sea- 
sons. There is some inquiry for goods to be 
shipped after the opening of navigation but it 
is too early yet to expect much business of this 
description. As a rule buyers content themselves 
with purchases of sufficient quantities tosupply 
present requirements, and though individual 
transactions are small the aggregate makes a 
good showing. There have been no new devel- 
opments in the market which presents about 
the same features as those observable for a 
month past or more. Thereisa generally firm 
tone to prices but there have been no quotable 
ehanges in either direction since our last. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The pig lead market is a trifie unsettled 
owing to the offerings of foreign, but 
as there is very little Western offering 
here at present owing to the railroad strikes in 
the West, a break in price has been averted. It 
is reported that a further sale of Kichmond, 
amounting to 200 tons to arrive. has been made 
at 4 85c and about 200 tons of foreign, part spot 
have sold at 490c, The Western syndicate lead, 
part of which is due, will be put into store in all 
probability, as the owners are not prepared to 
accept 5c, though that is not likely to be bid at 
present. It is understood that part of the syn- 
dicate lead has been resold on the other side. 
On Saturday the London market was quoted at 
£13 5s for soft Spanish and £13 153 for English. 
The situation in St Louis has produced a stag- 
nant market, the railroad strike shutting off 
the principal arrivals of lead. A sale of 400 
tons corroding for March delivery was made 
there during the week at 475c. The lead is 
already there. Messrs Everett & Post, writing 
from Chicago under date of March 13, say that 
their market has been very steady at and 
around 4 80c. Some 600 tons sold at that. The 
undertone is very strong the appearance being 
that the Western trade will take the lead pro- 
duced in the West during the next sixty days 
at least. The consumptive trade is good, show- 
ing a weekly increase. The offerings are limit- 
ed. Sales have been mostly for April delivery. 
and as this is the course pursued by several of 
the Western refiners spot lead is expected to 
remain scarce. The closing prices in Chicago 
were 4 80c bid and 4 85c firm asked. 

The demand for white lead in oil continues 
light and not much improvement is expected 
until deliveries on existing contracts are com- 
pleted. ‘The jobbing and consuming trade is 
steadily improving and it is estimated that 
more lead than usual will be wanted to supply 
the consumption this season. There is no 
change in prices. We quote: For lead in oil 
in quantities of leas than 50) lbs in wood 7c 
per lb net; 500 lbs and over 7c, 60 days or 2 
per cent for cash in §l5 days from date of in- 
voice. Lead in oil in 25 lb, 124% 1b and assorted 
land 5 lb cans is quoted at ce, Ic, and 2c re- 
spectively above the keg price. Rebates are 
the same as heretofore, and are payable at the 
end of the year. 

The demand for oxide of zinc continues very 
good though the sales are mostly of small 
quantities. Prices are firm and unchanged. 
French zinc has a steady jobbing inquiry 
at firm prices. The quotations are 5%c for 
dry Antwerp red seal in barrels of 220% lbs, 6c 
for dry Paris red seal and 7'4c for dry Paris 
green seal. Discounts are as follows: To buy- 
ers of 10 bbl lots of one or assorted grades 1 
per cent; 26 bbls, 2 per cent; 50 bbis, 4 per cent. 
No discount on iess than 10 bbis. Discounts in- 
clude brokerage.

The committee of importers who were at Wash- 
ington during the week in relation to the tariff 
bill have returned well pleased with their re 
ception by the committee and that is about all 
that can be said, American window glass has 
not changed, the dullnes which characterized 
it at our last review, continues with no visible 
feature that would indicate an early improve- 
ment either in the trade or prices. The Crockery 
and Glass Reporter, in speaking of the trade in 
the west and Pittsburg, in a recent issue says: 
“There is no improvement to note in the de- 
mand for window giass, which continues at 
about low-water mark as far as prices are con- 
cerned also. Though some of the factories 
have been out for short periods for purposes of 
alteration and repair supplies have steadily in- 
creased, and the general tone of the business is 
indicative of weakness. Manufacturers are 
not hopeful of any early improvement, especi- 
ally since the introduction of a tariff bill pro- 
posing a reduction of duties has been thrown 
into the arena as a disturbing factor. Dis- 
counts are still very easy.” 


PLATE GLASS. 


There has only been the usual seasonable 
movement in either foreign or domestic plate 
glass during the week. Stocks of the former 
are ample to meet current demands which are 
satisfied at 50 and 10. Domestic makers are 
well sold up, which prevents any accumulation 
of stecks, hence little complaint is heard among 
the trade about cutting prices, and no trouble 
is experienced in getting 50 and 10 for their out- 
put in the ordinary channels of trade.

White Lead Manufacturing in Bris- 
tol. 

On Wednesday last Professor Ramsay, Prin- 
cipal of the Bristol University College, was en- 
abled to take twenty-tour of the students to 
the riverside, between Avonmouth and Sbire- 
hampton, to see an entirely new industry 
which has sprung up there in the Bristol Sub- 
limed Lead Company’s Works. It is not only a 
new industry, but it is the only one of tne 
kind in the United Kingdom, and, moreover, it 
has been started by Bristol enterprise, the lim- 
ited company having as its managing director 
Mr. J. W. Hall, cf the firm of Messrs. John Hall 
& Sons, of Broadmead, who are the sole agents 
not only for the United Kingdom, but for the 
Continent, for this new method of lead ore 
smelting, and manufacturing white lead direct 
from the ore, by a new method of sublimation. 
It is the American patent, known as the 
**Lewis-Bartlett” process. Some two years ago 
Mr. Alexunder Hall went out to the States to 
personally investigate the process, and after 
witnessing the unqualified success of the ex- 
perimental test, carried out at Messrs. Hall’s 
factory in Bromhead, Professor Ramsay de- 
clared it “was the future of the lead trade,” 
and that it solved the whole difficulty of lead 
smelting. One ot the largest lead smelters in 
the country once said that in ten years £200,000 
worth of valuable product, in the ordinary pro- 
cess of lead smelting stillin vogue, had “gone 
up the chimney.” But in the Bristol Sublimed 
Lead Cc.’s Works there is no chimney; all the 
fumes are carefully savea and utilised, and at 
the same time white lead is manufactured s0 
direct from the ore that instead of the ordi- 
nary method method of obtaining white lead 
by corrosion, which takes months in process, 
the ore can be thrown into the furnace at these 
works and the pure white lead taken out and 
packed ard sent away the same day. The new 
method may, in fact, be said to have upset all 
the old ideas about the utter impossibility of 
dealing with the lead fumes, which formerly 
went up the chimney. Every portion of. the 
product in the course of manufacture is saved 
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and utilised; there isa great saving of fuel and 
labor; and the white lead is made in the xctual 
process of smelting, as no corrosion of pig lead 
is necessary. This saving of the fumes, more- 
over, bas its special advantage, as the health of 
the workmen is not jeopardised as in the pro- 


cess Of corrosion; there is no necessity for lofty 
stack to carry off deadly yet valuable metallic 
fumes, and while these are prevented laying 
waste the surrounding country and destroying 
vegetation, they help to materially increase the 
pecuniary profit of the manufacturer. This 
new process, which may be said to bid fair to 


entirely revolutionize the trade of lead smelt- 
jug, was accidently discovered by an American 
while “running” a zine factory, and after a 
series of experiments extending over twelve 
years he at length—about four years ago—per- 
fected it; and since then the works existing in 
the States have turned out immense quantities 
of white lead per year. 


The Bristo) Sutiimed Lead Company’s works 
are admirably situated on 444 acres of ground 
on the river side, within a couple of hundred 
yards of the railway, to which it is connected 
with tracks of rails, which also run all round 
the works and through the center to a jetty, 
carried out to dvep water, on the river front, 
for the reception of fuel and ore. This jetty, 
with a60-ft. head or landing stage, and sup- 
ported by stout teak piles, was constructed by 
Mr. William Church, the well-known builder 
of Wapping, who also erected the lofty three- 
room factory, into which the fumes are carried 
from the settling tower and cooling flues. This 
factory was constructed on foundations of 12ft 
of masonry, filled in with concrete; but the 
main works—the furnaces, etc.--which lie to 
the left of this factory, were all carried out 
under the personal supervision of Mr. E. O. 
Bartlett, one of the patentees, who came speci- 
ally from America for the purpose. In the 
furnace rooms there is what is cermed a Jumbo 
furnace, where the roasting and smelting is 
done in one process. Here at once there is a 
saving of labor, as the furnace can be run with 
a hot blast, it being immaterial what amount 
passes off in fumes, as these are arrested and 
utilized. The furnace stands on pillars, with 
an open space all round, so that the workmen 
are not exposed to sv much heat as in the ordi- 
nary furnaces; and the molten lead is run into 
pig lead from a shallow pan at the bottom, the 
slag also being cast aside. But the whole of the 
other products in the shape of fumes are drawn 

by means of a powerful suction fan, worked 

by a steam engine, into iron tubes, three or four 
feet in diameter. Trayersing these tubes, the 
fumes are first conducted to a square-looking 
block of masonry, called a ‘settling tower,” 
where any rougher products are deposited, 
while the lead fumes are forcibly driven on 
into the lotty building already described, 
where they are received in a series of iron hop- 
pers pendant from the roof of the lower floors, 
like gigantic cones with their peaks down- 
wards. Over these hughe hoppers is laid an 
iron floor, through which the nozzles of the 
hoppers project. To these nozzles lofty col- 
umns or tubes of flannel, technically known as 
“bags,” are attached. These bags, about thirty 
feet high, are suspended from girders in the 
roof, and of symmetrical proportion, and 
ranged in exact line they look like the pillars 
{ofsome huge building. They are kept dis- 

tended by the power of the fan forciag the 
fumesintothem. Any sulphurous gases per- 
colate through the flannel, and as soon as the 
blast is shut off the products in the shape of 
sublimed lead, or “blue fumes,” fall into the 
hoppers below. This product, a fine powder 
free from any grit, is used asa pigment of 
“lead color” lead. All that is not so used is 
passed to another furnace, called the slag-eye 
furnace, where it is again submitted to the hot 
blast, together with the “slag” from the 
“jumbo” furnace. In this process a small pro- 
portion of pig lead is formed, the balance being 
“fumes,” which are now passed through a series 
of “goose-necked” tubes for cooling purposes; 
thence they are forced—again by powerful 
fans—through cylinders to another section of 
the bag room, and from the flannel bags when 
the blast is shut off the product falls into an- 
other series of huppers, but now in the shape 
of exceedingly fine sublimed lead, or commer- 
cial white lead. 

The works, which were commenced in May 
last, are now in complete operation, and an- 
ewering their purpose admirably. This is all 
the more satisfactory as at present the impor- 
tation ot Spanish lead into the English market 
threatens to sadly influence, if not destroy, the 
lead trade of the country,as we not unfre- 
quently hear of works being closed. instead 
of clamoring for protective tariffs, if all man 
ufacturers could thus turn their attention to 
cheaper means of production, with increased 
value, they would soon be enabled to compete 
with the foreigner on the most favorable terms.

In the above we have endeavored to givea 
popular description of the process, but per- 
haps it would be well to supplement it with 
Professor Ramsay’s Own observations, which 
are a little more technical: ‘‘The ore, galena, or 
sulphide of lead is mixed as in the older meth- 


ode, with lime and coal. But while the object 
of the manufacturer was formerly to maintain 
a comparatively low temperature in the hearth, 
soasto avoid the formation of lead fume or 
smoke, the condensation and trapping of which 
has long been a practical but only partially 
solved problem, involving often the use of 
flues several miles in length, in the new pro- 
cess the mixture of ore, lime and coal is heated 
toa very high temperature, by means of a 
blast of air, and the fume is at the same time 
drawn off by means of a fan. After being 
cooled by passage through iron tubes freely 
exposed to cold air, it is delivered under pres- 
sure into a chamber, from the floor of which 
project wide, short iron pipes, to which are se- 
cured long, woolen bags without outlet, dis- 
posed vertically in rows. Into these the fume

is forced, but while the gases produced by the 
combustion escape through the pores of the 
bags, the solid fume is retained, and drops 
down into hoppers, from which it is from 
time to time collected as a grayish 
blue powder. During the smelting about 
fifty per cent of the ore rung off in a con- 
tinuous stream as _ metallic lead. The 
fumes and the slag produced by this 
operation are collected and heated with 
lime and hard-burned coke in a second series 
of furnaces of similar pattern. Again a sup- 
ply of metallic lead drains off; but a large por- 
tion of the lead is volatilised as fume, in this 
case perfectly white and pure, and is collected 
as before in another set of vertical flannel 
bags. This substance consists chietly of sul- 
phate and oxide of lead, and proves an admir- 
able substitute for ordinary white lead, which 
is a mixture of the carbonate and oxide; it is 
said to be equal to the latter in “covering” 
power, and finds a ready market. The metallic 
lead from both operations Is subsequently 
treated for silver by the “zinc” process. This

advantage over the one formerly employed, 
inasmuch as a valuable material for paint is 
produced almost directly from the ore; the 
metallic lead is extracted at a much smallcr ex- 
penditure of time and labor; and no deleterious 
lead fumes are allowed to escape in the atmos- 
phere. It is. no doubt, destined in the future 
to replace entirely the old methods of lead 
smelting; and while the inventor is greatly to 
be congratulased in having invented and 
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brought to such perfection a process so admi @ 
able, both from the poiat of view of the meta’«- 
lurgist on economical, and of the public om 
sanitary grounds, great credit is due to the 
Messrs. Hall and their coadjutors for their en- 
terprise in having adopted and carried it ont: 
It is well that the North of England should see 
that it has not the entire monopoly of chemi- 
cal manufacture, and that Bristol is still able 


to rival it in skill and ingenuity.”—Bristol

Crude cottonseed oil has experienced an un- 
eventful week and fluctuations have been very 
slight, although the fleld 18 well occupied by 
sellers of lower grades without important buy- 
ers. Prime oll is scarce and wanted but not at 
the general prices asked, Limited offers were 
made since last writing at 25c but holders today 
declined to shade 254c and refused bids of 25c. 
This is strictly an advance of 1}¢c per gallon on 
prime oil since this time last week, which is to 
be attributed to the better demand for a first 
class article. We hear of some business at 
25c but holders who quote higher figures are 
allowed to retain their stocks. Off color oil is 
in such abundant supply that prices are rather 
weaker if anything. There is a large assort- 
ment to select from and buyers are quoted a 
variety of prices within the wide range of 18@ 
23c. Most of the sales have been made at 2c, 
which seems to be a popular figure in the trade. 
Some 800 bbls were disposed of within 
the quotations given above and other offer- 
ings are on the market at same 
figures. It is reported thata lot of prime oil 
was sold under 24c for domestic use, but par- 
ticulars were withheld. Dealers have believed 
that prime was a scarce article at the primary 
markets, but the continuation of the easy feel 
ing for future delivery of refined rather puz- 
zles the thinking ones who agree that the mar- 
ket is certainly an enigma. It isa well known 
fact that crushers have been limiting their 
offers of crude, but whether this is owlng to 
scarcity or a desire to withold 
offerings until favored with an opportunity of 
unloading in a large way, thus to give an indi- 
cation of firmnese, is yet an uncertainty. It 
is more than probable that higher prices are 
expected by crushers for their prime crude 
oil, and that the indifference in making sales is 
owing more to a desire to hold for a better mar- 
ket, than tothe limited supply. The export 
movement has teen pushed lately for all it was 
worth, as is evidenced by the table of increased 
shipments below, which will be followed by sev- 
eral other lots recently purchased in this 
market. Soapstock is held firmly, as we have 
refusal of 144c for 500 bbis of good quality, the 
asking price being 144c. Lower grades are on 
the market at 1@ic. The movement is fairly 
active. Weare wired from New Orleans to- 
night that prime crude oil is nominally quoted 
at 23}¢c with little Offering and no important 
business, The Memphis market is unchang<d 
at 234@24c. 

Refined cottonseed oil has not been the cen- 
ter of a whirlpool, as during the previous two 
weeks, trade being conducted on a steadier 
basis and at slightly better prices. The harden- 
ing process did not reach very deep, as we 
have only to record an advance of }éc per gal- 
lon since this time last week, when the market 
for prime was qu ted at 29c for spot delivery. 
The firmer feeling is owing principally to 
smaller receipts of oil at this port and 
the withdrawal of sellers from the mar- 
ket who were active during the period 
of demoralization. An effort was made to 

» place the market at 30c on Saturday and Mon- 
day for prime summer yellow and various 
holders quoted this figure, but the absence of 
buyers weakened the feeling to-day and offers 
were free to sell at 29440. There was an extra 
large movement of second quality during the 
week, comprising 2,500 bbis within the 
range of 25@28c. The latter price, it 
is said, was accepted for 1,000 bbls of summer 
yellow which so closely resembled prime oil 
that the difference could not be detected ex- 
cept by the experts on the oil committee of the 
Produce Exchange, whose correct judgment is 
a terror to dealers whose opinions may be con- 
trary. Most of the transactions noted above 
were for export. Other sales of 300 
bbis prime for immeditse delivery 
are reported at 293¢c. The sliding scale was puy 
into motion again this afternoon when several 
operators on the floor got together tosee where 
the market rested on future delivery. The ball 
started by an offer to sell May at 0c, 

one hundred bbls of which were promptly taken 

and more wanted. Ther followed offers of 250 

bbis same month at 30!4c without takers. All 
cars were ready to catch the next announce- 
ment, when two bids of 30c for 100 bbls each 
were made and taken up instantly. Another 
lot of 500 bbls May delivery was thrown out as 

a bait, and one of the crowd,not dreaming that 

a lower price would be accepted, bid 2¥%c for 

100 bbls. The words were hardly out of the 

speaker’s mouth when he became the owner 
of 100 bbis at his own price. No other lots of 
May oil were offered under 30c and that month 
was dismissed by a bid of 30c for 1,000 bbig

Thursday was the best day of the week for 
life and there were two panics, both brought 
about by conflicting reports of the Pew & Em- 
erson well. The generai effect was a decline in 
prices, the market touching 7744c and closing 
at 784c. The strength shown at Thursday's 
close by a report that the P. & E. was not as 
good as at first reported was lost on the follow- 
ing day, when the first sales were made at {7c 
and closed a point below. On Saturday the P. 
& E. again came in for a whack at the deal and 
bothered the trade considerably. The well was 
said to be overestimated and a strengthening 
influence was brought about, the market clos- 
ing a cent above the opening. 


The oil fields did not furnish any exciting 
news to-day. Washington was as quiet as the 
tomb. Butler county was not heard from; 
neither was Red Valley or Jarkiln, Away up 
in the northern end of McKean county the 
busy drill kept pounding away in its persistent 
search for the oil rock. The Union Oil Co’s 
No 3 reached the shell on top of the sand at 
noon and was showing for a good producer. 
The same company’s Nw 5 is expected to strike 
the sand whenthe next bit isrun, The town 
of Jojo is booming and corner lots command a 
good price. 

The flurry which came near the close was 
characterized by a facetious broker as a 
“sheeney bull movement.” Another said that 
it was a bob-tailced bull flush and that it would 
never be filled. The market to-day was void of 
interesting figures. 


Rumors concerning wildcat wells had a de- 
pressing effect on the market on Wednesday 
The air was full of rumors about wildcat wells, 
ranging all along the line from Butler to West 
Virginia. It isa well known fact that wells are 
being drilled ostensibly for gasin every con- 
ceivable part of the country, and reports were 
rife Wednesday that a mystery was being made 
of a gas well located in the borough of Brook- 
ville, Pa. Nothing definite could be ascertained 
about it, but one thing certain, it is a long way 
from any supposed or projected oil belt. The 
speculative trade, says the Bradford Star, may 
expect these surprises for the next six months, 
as those rumors will be sprung every time it is 


bursting. The seven years of plentitude were, 
4s history and the Bible records, followed by 
seven years of great famine, during which 
the soil absolutely refused to yield any crops.

The new field at Lima, Obio, continues to at- 
tract the attention of Pennsylvavia producers, 
The McCalmont Company struck a new well 
there last Saturday which began flowing, when 
the oil became ignited and the rig was de- 
Stroyed. A new rig will be put up and the well 
will likely be driJied in some time this week. 
The Riddieberger well in the same district, 
struck afew days ago, is said to be flowing 80 
barrels daily. Some operators still claim that 
the oil found at Lima and Findlay is precisely 
the same as that found in Canada, while others 
claim that it is better than the Canadian arti- 
cle. Whatever may be the quality, it is certain 
that some cautious and well informed operators 
have confidence in its future, and are making 
preparations to produce it on quite a large 
8cale, 

The Washington wells are not stayers. All 
of the producers with the exception of the 
Dyer or Smith well, are losing their grip. 
Latest bulletins from tbis field are to this effect: 
Dyer or Smith, production tor 24 hours 290 bbls; 
Pew & Emerson, 20 bours, 180 barrels; Thayer, 














































13 hours, 103 bbis; Hess, 24 hours, 27 bbis. 


Theevent of the dull and otherwise feature- 
less week was the bringing in of the Pew & 
Emerson well in Washington county. First re- 
ports had it that the well was gushing 1,000 bbls 
aday. Thewell actually produced during its 
first day’s existence about 375 bbls. The well 
secured its oil from a different sand than any 
yet struck in that district. The well is not 
likely to prove very dangerous and its days are 
evidently numbered. The Derrick in speak- 
ing of the Pew & Emerson No 2 says: “Pew & 
Emerson No 2 did not find any oil in the moun- 
tain sand. No change in the Smith well and 
the Thayer is falling off somewhat. The fact 
that Pew & Emerson No 2, which is only one 
location away from the gusher, found no oil in 
the same sand, is significant, indicating that P 
& ENo 1 is getting its oil from a pocket of 
limited area, Its production will not be felt in 
the stocks above grcund and as a market dis- 
turber the gusher’s influence has departed; 
gone where the woodbine twineth.” 

The total net stocks of oil (including those of 
the Macksburg field) held in the custody of all 
the pipe lines was 33,180,057 barrels at the end of 
February, against 33,608,364 barrels at the end 
of January, a decline of 428,307 barrels. March 
has opened with a falling off in the rate of 
pipe line deliveries but the runs from the wells 
also show a decrease not quite to the same pro- 
portionate extent. The daily average of runs 
according to the exchange bulletin, from March 
1 has been 55,687 barrels, as compared with 57,- 
741 barrels in February, 58,186 barrels in Janu- 
ary, 54,989 barrels in March, 1885, and 66,203 bar- 
rels in March, 1844. The deliveries average 68,- 
906 barrels a day, against 72,600 barrels in Feb- 
ruary, 66,183 barrels in January, 61,026 barrels 
in March, 1885, and 60,/48 barrels in March, 1884, 
The charters average daily 42,261 barrels, as 
contrasted with 39,066 barrels Jast month, 38,178 
barrels in January, 28,568 barrels in Marcb,1885, 
and 80,590 barrels in March, 1884. 

The Governing Committee of the Exchange 
have wisely resolved to cancel 97 membersbips 
that were not qualified at the time of the con- 
solidation, reducing the number from 2,506 to 
2,403. An amendment to the constitution to 
carry this out will no doubt receive the ap- 
proval of the Exchange at a meeting to be held 
this week. Close to a dozen Stock Exchange 
members have within the last few weeks sold 
their seats and taken memberships in the 
smaller but rapidly growing Exchange. 

The week has been intensely dull, fluctua- 
tions have been confined to narrow limits, and 
business has been only of moderate dimen- 
sions. 

In its review of the week, the Derrick says: 
The past week on the whele has been moder- 
ately active for the trade and values only once

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The Manufacture of Chemicals in 
Germany. 


REPORT OF JACOB MUELLER, CONSUL GENERAL, 

The exports from Germany of dyes. drugs, 
and chemicals to the United States amounts to 
the large sum of $4,247,007, three millions of 
which are shipped from the Frankfort general 
consulate district. This branch of industry 
has been proportionately less affected by the 
prevuiling depression than any other. Most 
manufactories engaged in the production of 
these kinds of goods are doing a profitable bus- 
iness, some paying high dividends. The lar- 
gest factories are \ocated at Frankfort, Hochst, 
and Ludwigshafen, and may be termed model 
establishments. Their success is in a large 
degree due to the fact: First, that they are 
superintended and managed by chemists of 
scientific attainments and practical experience; 
secondly, that they employ certain new and as 
yet secret chemical processes by which the 
expense of production is considerably dimin- 
ished; thirdly, that the management is run upon 
a simple and economic plan. Taking into con- 
sideration that the waste pruducts out of which 
mapy of these articles are produced are much 
more abundant and cheaper in the Onited 
States than here, the question naturally arises, 
why cannot these goods be manvyfactured, I 
will not say more cheaply, butsimp! anufac- 
tured in the United States? It appear to me 
that the high development of mechanieal art 
will be closely followed by a high development 
of chemical science and that in the next 
twenty-five years the material-saving chemical 
methods will play the same important part that 
the labor-saving machioes have been playing in 
the last quarter century. Chemica! discover- 
ies and inventions are already crowding upon 
one another, cheaper in production, and it may 
be presumed that patentees of chemical im. 
provements will soon assume the highest posi- 
tion in the approaching age of chemistry, 
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Natural Gas Wasted. 


The quantity of natural gas “blowing off” or 
going to waste is something startling. While 
large amounts of it are used, it is nevertheless 
true that nearly equal amounts are wasted. 
The amount which is not utilized would more 
than furnish a city like Pittsburg teeming with 
manufacturing establishments with fuel in 
abundance, The Philadelphia Company utilize 
about forty-seven wells each day. They 
largely control the entire Murraysville and 
Tarentum districts, but still their waste is 
something enormous. At the wells the flow of 
gas averages from 10,000,000 to 30,000,000 cubic 
feet per day. A large per cent of this is wasted 
in being brcught to Pittsburg through friction 
and other causes. Officials of the company 
estimate that the total loss in the entire Taren- 
tum and Murraysville gas fields wij! reach 100,- 
000,000 cubic feet per day. In this is estimated 
the gas from the wells of the Chartiers Gas 
Company, which at present are not being util- 
ized, but may be turned to profit any time. 

In the entire gas field about 264,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas is wasted. One thousand cubie feet 
of the gas is estimated to equal one bushel of 
coal in heating property. This would make an 





equivalent of 264,000 bushels of coal burned in 
the air each day. A miner can, on the aver- 
age, dig seventy bushels of coal aday. The 
waste then would‘be, in round numbers, equal 
to the daily work of 3,800 miners, or about the 
number employed in digg'ng coal in the Pitts- 
burg district. 
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The Kentucky Oil Trade. 


About a year ago we published an account of 
the remarkable petroleum deposits which had 
been discovered in Bourbon County, Ky., the 
remarkable feature being the low gravity and 
entire freedom from paraffine oil of the pro- 
duct and ite fluidity under exceedingly low 
temperature beyond that of any artificially 
cold-pressed lubricating oil. The bellef that 
such a product could exist in any quantity was 
not generally entertained, but continued oper- 
ations in that section—intermitted only by the 
severities of late winter weather—have reveal- 
ed similar products in larger quantities than in 
the vicinity or Franklin, Pa. 

We are indebted to Col. Andrew C. Ferris, 
the veteran petroleum pioneer, who has been 
conducting operations in Kentucky, for partic- 
ulars on the situation there. He was in this city 
last week, but has returned to arrange for 
pumping forty or fifty wells by one engine, 
after the manner of operations in the Franklia 
Oil Field. Two companies composed of New 
Yorkers are operating in the Kentucky field. 
One of these, known as the Sterling Oil Co., has 
been putting down wells in the town of Nortn 
MiddlJetown, sixteen miles from Paris in the very 
centre of the Blue Grass region. Of the wells 
that have been bored. one of them at a depth of 
81 feet yields an oil of 2314 deg. gravity Baume, 
another 78 feet distant at a depth of 98 feet 
yields an oil of 29 deg. gravity. Half a mile 
distant at a depth or 30 feet is found a most re- 
markable oil of 14 deg. gravity and this appears 
to be most abundant of all the yielding wells 
in the vicinity. Another well at a distance of 
400 feet at a depth of 52 feet yields oil of 23% 
gravity and sixteen other holes not yet com- 
pleted show oil in considerable abundance 


As the borings have been continued to great- 
er depths the presence of gas has been mani- 
fested in large volume A hole put down two 
years ago at a depth of 350 feet is still pouring 
forth the gas that was then released and the 
illumination has never wavered nor waned ip 
intensity. At 1,300 feet below the surface, in 
the Potsdam formation, the gas is very abun- 
dant and the pressure is intense. 


The remarkable feature of this oi] as bas been 
demonstrated by the Stevens Institute of Tech- 
nology and by practical oil refiners is its fire- 
test which is more than 400 deg. Fabrenheit, its 
cold test: (indeterminate) its fluidity was not 
affected at a temperature of thirty degrees 
below zero; its freedom from par- 
affine and earthy matter as well as from 
naphtha and its low specific gravity and 
viscosity. It is a natural lubricating 
oil par excellence, declared to equal sperm oi) 
for cylinders and the like and is entirely unique 
among natural oleaginous products. The 
average yield of these wells is three barrels per 
day, as against the average five barrels per 
month for each of the Franklin, Pa., wells. 
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The profitable mode of production is seen to be 
the operation of all the wells by a single engine 
as at Franklin, and it was to obtain this that 
Col. Ferris came East. 

The other oil territory in that section of 
Kentucky which is being opened up, is in Clark 
county under the auspices of the Ferris Lubri- 
cating VilCompany.

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Another Lecture on Lubricating Oils. 

There was quite a large attendance at the hall 
of the Fall River Association of Stationary En- 
gineers Tuesday Evening, of members and a 
few invited guests to listen to a lecture on 
petroleum lubricating oils by Mr. J. N. Bruck. 
The lecture, says the Fall River News, which 
was listened to with great attention, gave a 
large amount of valuable information and 
showed that the speaker had made the subject 
athorough study and wus familiar with the 
topic of which he treated. Mr. Bruckisa 
young man and has been in Fall River only 
about five years with R. K. Remington, but he 
has devoted many years to a practical study of 
oils, and has attained considerable prominence 
asanexpert. The address was the first of a 
series ef lectures on oils, which Mr. Bruck has 
been invited by the association to deliver. We 
take the following synopsis from the lecture, 
which fills two columns in the News : 

The lecturer described the process of refining 
oil and the different products obtained from the 
crude petroleum. At the conclusion of the de- 
scription he stepped forward toatable on which 
he had placed a number of samples of different 
oils. Heexplained the qualities of these dif- 
ferent samples and their comparative value for 
lubricating purposes. He showed samples of 
the different ingredients taken from crude oils, 
including paraffine and asphalt. He took sam- 
ples of different kinds of oils and solidified 
them, that is, converted them into solid grease 
withvut the use of chemicals or ice. He showed 
how impurities in oils might be detected, and 
explained how to determine the specific gravity 
and fire test. 

He insisted that engineers and master me- 
chanics ought to be able to determine the 
quality of the oils they use. The oils, he said, 
used in the mills were bought by treasurers or 
superintendents, who knew nothing about their 
quality and often bought them upon the impor- 
tuning of the seller or because they were “war- 
ranted” to be Just as good as another oil which 
cost more. There was too great a tendency to 
buy this oil or that oil because it was cheap. 
The cheap oil, he maintained, was the dearest 
inthe end, The engineer is obliged to use the 
oil which is given bim and is then blamed if the 
result is not satisfactory. He ought to be able 
to tell whether his oil is good or not by actual 
test without regard to its alleged cost or the 
“warrant” of the man who sells it. Inoils asin 
other merchandise the seller always has the 
best of the bargain. 

The lecturer also condemned the practise 
which too freely prevails of using one kind of 
oil on all kinds of machinery and insisted that 
different oil should be used according to the 
different requirements. Several mills had re- 
cently adopted this plan and it was working 
very successfully. 
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At the close of his address the association 
passed a unanimous vote of thanks to the 
lecturer,

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Petroleum in Genoa. 


REPORT BY CONSUL FLETCHER. 

After weeks of diligent inquiry brought 
about by the activity displayed by importers 
of petroleum. particularly in Russian stock, I 
am at length able to give the Department some 
facts and figures in regard to the oil trade at 
this port. 

The importation of all brands of petroleum 
to Genoa js confined to four or five firms who 
agree on all points connected with the trade, 
and therefore have a monopoly of the whole 
business. 

About four years ago ago Russian oil was in- 
troduced in this market; but little, however, 
could be disposed of until within the past year 
notwithstanding the fact that it was offered 
at lower rates than the American article. 


During these years the importers were not 
idle; reading human nature rightly and its en- 
dency to sell and buy ina sure market and at 
reasonable margins, they sent agents to Rus- 
sia, into the interior of Italy, and to Switzer- 
land, the former to obvain lowest prices, and 
the latter to sell at fair profits. 

Russian petroleum is sold at this port at rates 
varying from 2.50 to 3 francs per 100 kilograms 
cheaper than American oil. 


It is an error to assume that the Caucasus oil 
loaded at the port of Batoum, costs more for 
its deliverysat Genoa than that brought from 
the United States. It is just the reverse, for 
the following reasons: (1) European labor is 
cheaper than in the States; (2) Black Sea ports 
are nearer Italy, and the seas less boisterous 
than between, say, Philadelphia and Mediter- 
rean ports; (3) vessels can be and are, chartered 
from 15 to 20 per cent less to Batoum than they 
can be to any port in America, 


These Genoese importers are to-day working 
up atrade in Russian petroleum throughout 
England. As late as Dec. 2.1885 they char- 
tered one of the largest Italian sailing vessels 
to go to Batoum for oil. The capacity of the 
vessel is 6.000 barrels. 

The oil is to be taken direct to England from 
the Black Sea. The freight agreed upon is3 
shillings per barrel, and to goin ballast from 
Genoa to Russia. These monopolists, at this 
very hour, are working bard to charter more 
vessels for the same purpose. 

There is no doubt that empty barrels of 
American manufacture are sent from Genoa 
to Batoum, there to be refilled with Russian 
petroleum. In my opinion, however, this is 
not done for the purpose of deceiving the pub- 
lic as to the brand and quality of the oil, but 
because the barrels can be brought here and 
carried to Russia at cheaper rates than like 
articles can be manufactured in the Batoum 
district. 

Petroleum brokers have replied to questions

asked by me in the interest of American oil, as 
follows: **We buy Russian stock cheaper, 
freights are lower, and we can sell it at lower 
rates than American petroleum, and at larger 
profits.” To the question, ‘If American dealers 
reduce prices, would it have a tendency to 
check the Russian trade in oil?” the exact an- 
swer was, “The United States must sell as 
cheaply as Russia, and reduce ship’s expenses 
in America.”

TUESDAY EVENING. March 16, 1886. 

The special feature of the drug market this 
week has been the large improvement in trade 
with the Pacific coast owing to the large reduc- 
tion in freight rates to that section. Dealers 
and importers have been in many instances 
kept busy attending to this demand, which has 
put new life into the market. General trade 
shows a steady improvement, and though 
buyers are not inclined to take more 
than enough to supply their immediate 
necessities, the aggregate sales consume 
stocks in a manner very encouraging to 
the holders. With continued fair weather such 
as we have had for the past few days, amarked 
increase in the volume of trade may be ex- 
pected. There are rumors about the market 
to the effect that a Wall street syndicate is to 
be formed for the purpose of manipulating 
opium, but those who took stock in the syndi- 
cate of several years ago and remembering 
what befell them then, are not likely to be caught 
by such chaff. It is said that opium has never 
sold so low as within the past week, and 
appears to offer a good fleld for speculators, 
but the bottom of all sorts of goods now-a-days 
seems to be so yielding that speculation does 
not thrive very well. There are a number of 
cases on record where certain articles bave sold 
at prices ‘never so low before,”’ but the down- 
ward journey did not stop at this phenomenal 
ly low price,as some sanguine speculators have 
since found to their sorrow. There bas been 
another break in quinine, one of the specula- 
tive articles that may be enumerated in the 
class just mentioned. Shellac, another of them, 
seems to be tending downward again, though 
the present weakness is thought to be only 
temporary. Guarana and balsam peru are 
lower, while ambergris and arnica flowers have

Previous to the past day or so the opium 
market was very dull, and as yet it cannot be 
called any firmer, although there has been 
rather more demand. This may be attributed 
to anincrease in consumers’ wants, or more 
likely to the rumors which have been current 
among the trade of efforts being made by brok- 
ersto form another Wall street syndicate and 
go in at low water mark.

Graphite. 


BY JOHN A. WALKER.* 

Occurrence.—From the tabulated list of use- 
ful minerals in the “Mineral Resources of the 
United States, 1882,” it will be seen that 
graphite i: of too general oocurrance to make 
of special value a list of the localities from 
which samples are received by the manufac- 
turing conipanies for examination. During 
1884, however, the samples have been numer- 
ous and of more promise than usual. There is 
a growing interest in the mineral, which is be- 
coming so generally used, and about which go 
little of value has been published, Some of the 
more recent discoveries would probably have 
been deyeloped but for the remarkable che ap- 
ness of foreign graphite and the general busi- 
ness depression prevailiug, especially that of 
the metal industries, on which the graphite 
trade largely depends. The importation, while 
smaller thanin any year since 1880, has kept 
the market fully supplied. These facts, coupled 
with the difficulties of obtaining men with suf- 
ficient knowledge and experience to produce 
the mineral in a pure state, have delayed the 
development of any of the recently discover- 
ed deposits, and the Dixon Company 
continues to be the only euccessful miner of 
graphite in the United States. Its mines at 
Ticonderoga, Essex county, N. Y., are under 
the management of Mr. William Hooper, the 
inventor of some of our best ore-dressing ma- 
chines, and who has been successful in pro- 
ducing from a 10 per cent ore the finest graph- 
ite in the world, 

Graphite has been observed in many places 
throughout the Pacific States and Territorivs; 
only in California, however, where its occur- 
rence aeems most frequent, have any attempts 
been made to mine and market or otherwise 
utilize it in a large way. The deposit which 
has been must worked in that State is situated 
one mile north of the town of Sonora, Tuo- 
lumne county. from which some twenty years 
ago about 1,000 tons of graphite were extract- 
ed, the most of which was shipped to England, 
France and Germany, and there soldat the rate 
of sbout $100 per ton, a price that afforded the 
shipperssome profit. But the impossibility of 
securing here any large quantity sufficiently 
pure for commercial purposes put an end to 
the enterprise, the labor of concentrating the 
crude material, which was largely mixed with 
slate and other foreign matter, having been ex- 
pensive. Besides the Sonora deposits, graphite 
has been found in California at the following 
places: Near Summit City, Alpine county; on 
the border of Tomales bay in the Coast 
range of Marin county; near Fort Tejon, Kern 
county; at Tejuuga, Los Angeles county, and 
at Boser hill, Fresno county (both recent dis- 
coveries), and at several placesin Sierra, Plu- 
mas, Marin, and Sonoma counties. In 1883 a 
deposit of graphite was found in the Sierra 
mouutains, Humboldt county, Nevada. The 
mineral bere occurs in numerous small veins, 
some of it being quite pure; but like the depos- 
its elsewhere on the Pacific coast, this posesses 
just now no special value. Graphite has also 
been foundin Beaver county, Utab, but the 
quality of the mineral and the extent of the 
deposit remain to be tested. A deposit in Al- 
bany county, Wyoming, is reported as about 20 
inches thick and sufficiently pure to be worked; 
no developments have been made, and the ex- 
tent of the deposit is unknown, 

Productlon.—During 1883 the Ticonderogs 
mines produced 550,000 pounds, and estimating 
the outputaf the various other workings at 
25,000 pounds, the total production for 1883 was 
575,000 pounds, representing, at an average spot 
value of 8 cents per pound, $46,000. The output 
iu 1884 was practically nothing. The accumu- 
latea stocks and the industrial depression 
caused the suspension of work at the Ticon- 
deroga mines during 1884, and it is not known 
that any other mine was operated on acom- 
mercial scale. The year 1885 will, however, 
witness the early opening of the Ticonderoga 
mines, and active work during the whole of 
the year may be looked for. 

Imports.—The following table shows the 
quantity aud value of graphite imported and 
entered for consumption in the United States 
from 1867 to 1884, inclusive.

Exporte.—Very little crude domestic graphite 
is exported. This will not appear strange when 
it is considered that the domestic mines in 1888 
provided only 575,000 pounds, while 17,448,016 
pounds were imported. Statistics show for the 
ten years 1875 to 1884, inclusive, a total 
exportoflessthan $20,000 worth. Figures of 
the export of manufactured domestic graphite 
are difficult of statement, from the fact that 
graphite forms a partial ingredient in 60 many 
kinds of goods. The custom house records 
show, for instance, the following figures: Ex- 
ports of manufactured graphite of domestic 
production for the fiscal year 1881, $1.066; for 
1882, $4,834; while for most years no export, 
are specified, The records are obviously im 
perfect, asa single company in each of these 
years exported domestic graphite products of 
larger value. An approximate statement is 
the only thing possible; $25,000 per annum will 
cover the value of the graphite in articles 
manufactured from the domestic product, 
while $5(,000 per annum will probably cover 
the value of the articles. 

Manufactures.—The properties of graphite 
specially fit it for the following purposes: The 
manufacture of refractory aaticles, such as 
crucibles, retorts, dippers, stirrers, bricks, stop- 
pers, nozzles, foundry facings, eto ; lubricating 
compounds, electrical supplies, stove-polist, 
electrotyping “‘lead,”’ pencil leads, and pig- 
ments. Thetable of relative proportions of 
different kinds of graphite used, and the per- 
centage consumed for each of the various pur- 
poses, given in the last report, must be changed 
somewhat on account of the increased use of 
graphite as a lubricant and in the manufacture 
of foundry facings. 
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The foregoing table shows quite an increase 
over the similar table of the former report in 
the percentage used for lubrication and man- 
ufacture of foundry facing and washes. These 
two lines deserve especial mertion. 

Graphite in Foundry Facings.—The last fow 
years have witnessed a great improvement in 
American foundry practice. From tne com- 
paratively light, simple, and rough castings of 
the early days, the time has been reached when 
immense castings are of frequent occurrence, 
in which the work is often elaborate and the 
finish is very high; in fact, castings are now 
produced at will, light or heavy, smooth or 
rough, plain or ornate,of common, chilled, 
or malleable iron, steel, etc, and all 
of these different conditions require different 
service of the facings. Instead of the simple 
hard wood charcoal dust of earlier times, fac- 
ings of charcoal, sea coal. anthracite, soapstone 
and ‘‘black lead”’ or graphite are now used. In 
all cases where the work is severe, graphite is 
the constituent which gives the ‘body,” the 
“sleeking’’ and “peeling’’ properties, to the 
facing. The use of graphite for this prrpose 
has inoraased rapidly with the demand for bet- 
ter and finer foundry work. 

Grapbite as a Lubricant.— With the introduc- 
tion of heavier machinery the service demand- 
ed ofa lubricant has become more and more 
severe. For much of this work it is found that 
oil will not answer at all, and for much 
more it answers ovly at great expense; 
hence the use of greases and the more 
solid lubricants, such ae graphite, mica, soap- 
stone, sulphur, etc. Whon graphite first began 
to be used as a lubricant anything which gave 
a stove-polish luster when rubbed was assumed 
to be “black lead” and fit for lubricating pur- 
poses. Experience soon proved it to give very 
varied results—sometimes very good and some- 
times very reverse; in fact, it was not reliable 
because ofa lack of uniform, correct sizing 
and purity, and soon fell in disrepute among 
practical men, though continuing to be well 














spoken of in the books. 


been very satisfactory. 
Water dressed dry foliated American graph- 


ite is a little thin flake of graphite of extraor- 


dinary properties. Its superiority as a lubri- 
cant has been attested by all recent writers on 
friction. Its co-efficient of friction is very low. 


Its enduring qualities are several times greater 
Unlike either oil or 


than those of any oil. 
grease, itis not affected by heat, cold, steam, 
acids, etc., and acts equally well under varying 
conditions of temperature and moisture. 

Many and carefully conducted experiments 
in the laboratory with Professor Thurston’s 
testing machine, and experience in shope, have 
shown that for the highest usefulness the flake 
must be of a certain sizo and dressed perfectly 
pure. Graphite never occurs of the proper size 
and purity for use, {ts natural impurities con- 
tain substances fatal to anti-friction purposes, 
Its proper selectiun, sizing, and perfecting 
for lubricating purposes is a matter requiring 
large skill, much machinery, and great experi- 
ence, The difference between a perfectly pure 
graphite and one almost pure, but still totally 
unfit for lubricating, cannot be detected by 
either sight or touch. 

Ittsrecommeuded dry for steam and air 
cylinders, mixed with grease for hesvy bear- 
ings, and mixed with oil for light bearings. On 
being applied to a bearing it readily coats the 
surfaces with a shiny, unctuous veneer. These 
surfaces then slide un each other with very 
little friction. On being applied to heated 
bearings the graphite soon fills upany inequal- 


ities ofthe bearing surfaces due to cutting, ! 


abrasion, etc., making them smooth and even, 
after which the bearing soon cools 
down, It is equally useful tor wood or metal 
surfaces; in short, in all cases where friction 
exists. If the bearings are loose enough for 
the introduction of this thin flake grapbite, it 
will prevent heated bearings, cool those already 
heated, and reduce friction better than apy- 
thing else. In al! cases where the service re- 
quired of a lubricant is very severe, graph.t+ 
will be found specially useful. as in mill steps, 
gears, heavy bearings, bed plates, etc. 
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This is the most rapidly growing use of graph- 
ite. In 1884 a single company sold 260,000 
pounds of it for this purpose, branded as “lu- 
bricating graphite,” and probabiy as much 
more not 80 labeled, which was used for the 
same purpose. 

A French engineer is said to have recently 
ntroduced a new refractory brick, made by 
agglomerating powdered graphite, for metal- 
lurgical purposes of the Dixon Crucible Com- 
pany.—Abstract from Mineral Resources of the 
United States. 
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The Rose Oil Industry in Saxony, 
Germany. 


REPORT BY CONSUL DU BOIS, OF LEIPSIC. 

One of the most interesting events in the 
manufacturing world of Saxony during the 
past year was the successful attempt of Schim- 
mel & Co., of Leipsic, to produce at their chem- 
ical factory, located in this city; a marketable 
rose oil, extracted from roses grown on Saxon 
soil. 

Last year an effort was made in a small way, 
and it resulted in the production of nearly 
seven ponnds of genuine rose oil, and this suc- 
cess incited the firm to further endeavor. Sev- 
eral large florists have been engaged to culti- 
vate a certain amount of roses for next year, 
and it is expected that many acres of ground 
now used to produce the prosy bean and cab- 
bage will be devoted to the cultivation of roses 
for the use of this tactory. 

It is claimed by Schimmel & Co. that the cli- 
mate of Saxony is quite as favorable to the 
abundant and healthful growth of roses as is 
the climate of the Balkan region, and that the 
Saxon rose has a perfume as full and as rich as 
its sisters from the more southern climate, It 
is further asserted that aside from the delicate 
and superb perfume of the Saxon rose oil, it 
possesses an important quality—that of solidi- 
fying at +32 deg. C., while the Turkish oil 


solidifies at +20 deg. C. 


The Turkish oil, however, costs only 700 marks 


per kilo, at present, while the Saxon rose is 


In 1868, however, sys- 
tematic experiments were begun in this coun- 
try with a view to producing a reliable lubri- 
cant from graphite, and the final result has 


finer quality than the Turkish production. 


The preceding year about 2,300 kilos of rose 


oil was produced in the Balkan district, and 


this year 2,200 ie the estimated yield. The pres- 


ent price being 700 per kilo, the total value will 
be 1,540,000 marks. 

The experiments made by Schimmel show 
that the natural centifolia rose (Rosa canina) is 
the one best adapted to the production of rose 
oil in this climate, and consequently a large 
amount of this species will be cultivated in the 
neighborhood of Leipsic during the next sea- 
son, Itseemsto be necessury to manipulate 
the roses immediately aft r they have been 
plucked, and for this reason only those grown 
in the district of Leipsic will be used for the 
present by this great factory. The firm believe 
seriously that there isa great future for the 
Saxony rose oil, and as an earnest of their con- 
victions, they have extended the facilities of 
their establishment in order to produce on a 
grand scale, rose oil, rose water, rose pomade, 
and rose extract, 

From one kilogram of the Saxon oil the firm 
produced 300 boxes of fine rose water, which 
was exported to the United States and sold ata 
good profit. 

The above being facte, the question naturally 
arises, “If Saxony can produce a flower so well 
adapted to the production of an article so val- 
uable and so marketable as rose oil, why should 
not the fertile garden spots of our own land, 
where the Rosa canina grows at the best, be 
turned into profitable channels, after the man- 
ner of Saxony ?”’ 

The export of essential oils to the United 
States has increased from $102,658 worth in 1883 
to $126.578 in 1884, being an increase of about 23 
per cent., and du: ing 1885 the increase will be 
about 15 prr cent. There was also a large in- 
crease in the exportto England, Spain, South 
American, and Japan. while to France there 


was a considerable decrease. 
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Brazilian Rosewood Extracts. 

Brazilian rosewood has formed the subject of 
an interesting communication by Mr. A. Gal- 
letly, the Curator of the Edinburgh Museum of 
Science and Art, read before the Edinburgh 
Botanical Society ut the meeting on February 
11, This rosewood has probably been used in 
Europe tor three hundred sears, yet its botan- 
ical source is still unknown, although gener- 
ally referred to one or more species of Dalber- 
gia; nevertheless the trees are said to be abund- 
ant in all the eastern provinces from Pernam- 
buco to Rio de Janeiro and the exports from 
Brazil have reached the value of £100,000 per 
avpnum, An attempt has teen made to throw 
some light on its origin by examining the resins 
and resinous coloring matters contained in the 
Brazilian and Honduras rosewoods, as well as 
those of the Indian woods of the genus Dal- 
bergia, which resemble rosewood, viz., D, lati- 
folia and D. Sissoc. From the experiments 
made, it appears that the extracts obtained by 
means of ether, naphtha and alcohol are nearly 
he same in all, both in character and quan- 
tity, naphtha extracting about 14% per cent. of 
matter from the wood, ether about 4 and alco- 
hol about 14 per cent. The alccholic extract 
has a strong tinctoria! power, one part ia 100,- 
000 showing a distinct color in a test tube, 
Other woods gave different results, ebony 
yielding bardly any color to alcoho! or ether, 
and mahogany a tincture of far less colorific 
power.— Gard. Chron., Feb. 20. 
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Hopeine and Morphine Identical. 


BY A, LADENBURG. 

The alkaloid hopeine, which was recently 
isolated from the wild American hop by W. 
Williamson, was sent to me by the firm of E. 
Merck in Darmstadt, in the condition in which 
they received it from the London Concentrated 
Produce Co., with the request to compare the 
alkaloid with morphine. 

Williamson has already called attention to 
the similarity of hopeine with morphine, be- 
cause it showed the characteristic morphine 
reactions. On the other hand he gave a differ- 
ent composition, corresponding to the formula 
CigHaoNO,.H20, and found variations in its 
physiological and other chemica! properties, 
which led to the belief that hopeine was a new 
alkaloid. 

The alkaloid handed to me for examination 
was indistinctly crystalline, and was thorefore 
recrystallized from hot alcohol, when it was 
obtained in well formed crystals. The body 
obtained in this way gave the well kaown mor- 
phine reactions: Ist. With sulphuric acid and 
nitric acid; 24 With ammonium molybdate; 
8d. With ferric chloride; 4th. Iodic acid, ex- 
actly like morphine, some of which was used 
for comparative tests, 

With picric acid, mercuric chloride, potas- 
sium bichromate and tannic acid it also be 
haved exactly like morphine, while it was just 
in these reactions that Williamacn thought he 
had found essential differences. 

Tannic acid precipitates neither the neutra) 
solution of hopeine hydrochloride nor that of 
morphine hydrochloride, while according to 
Williamson, a turbidity is produced in the 
former, even when very much diluted. Picric 
acid produces crystalline precipitates with 
both hopeine and morphine, while according to 
Williamson the latter is not precipitated. The 
solutions of the salts of both alkaloids give 
crystalline precipitates with mercuric chloride, 
and a greenish brown precipitate with potas- 








































priced at 1,500 marks per kilo; yet, as the latter 
finds a ready market, it is evident that it is of a 


sium bichromate, while Williamson errone- 
ously states that neither of these reagents gives 
a precipitate with morphine solutions. 


The composition of the alkaloid from hops 
was found to agree exactly with that of mor- 
phine, and not at all with the formula given by 
Williamson. 

To leave no doubt of the identity of hopeine 
with morphine, its solution was examined by 
polarized light. ‘ 

The antiseptic action of hopeine, to which 
Smith recently called attention, was already 
ascribed to morphine by Buchheim, and I do 
not hesitate to declare that hopeine and mor- 
phine are identical. 

The editor of the Chemiker Ztg. suggests that 
it would be desirable for a final decision of this 
question, that Dr. Williamson supply Prof. 
Ladenburg with a sample of the alkaloid pre- 
pared by himeelf, as it is possible that unknown 
to Dr. Williamson, morphine may have beep 
put on the market in England under the neme 
of hopeine. 
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Russian vs. American Petroleum in 
Bristol. 


The import of American refined petroleum 
into this port has remained during a number 
of years at about 90,000 barrels. There has been, 
as is well known in the United States, much 
complaint during the past three years as to the 
qnality of the oil, and it is being replaced as 
far as practicabie by Russian oil. No direct 
shipment from this latter place to Bristol has, 
however, been made until within the past few 
weeks, when a cargo was brought from S8t. 
Petersburg by steamer. It would seem from 
all I can learn that, in order to meet this new 
and rapidly growing Russian competition, a 
considerable change will be neeessaryin our 
methods, and a means adopted by which more 
careful grading can be carried out. A very 
large house in Bristol writes me as follows in 
reference to this matter: 


“The unsatisfactory quality of the United 
States refined petroleum, especiaily Royal Day- 
light brand, which during three seasons has 
been shipped to this country, and the refusal 
of any redress by the refiners and shippers for 
the loss importers sustained thereby, rendered 
it necessary to look out for a more reliable 
source of supply. The quality of the Russian 
oil at the same time was so far superior that 
the fact of many buyers having covered their 
season’s requirement, and the question of price, 
owing to difficulties of packing and transit, 
alone stood in the way of more business having 
been done in the article last year. These diffi- 
culties appear to have been removed, and re- 
fined Russian petroieum is now offered at prices 
to compete with the refined United States pro- 
duct. So long as this is the case and the United 
States refiners and shippers cover themselves 
under the present certificates before shipment, 
notwithstanding what the article turns out to 
be when landed here the trade in Russian will 
probably increase and the imports of American 
as surely fall off.” 

Another prominent oil merchant writes me 
as fol‘ows: 

“The Russian petroleum, both in color and 
odor, is superior to standard white of the 
United States. With regard to burning quality, 
the Russian has a less illuminating power when 
first lighted than American, but sustains the 
flame for a longer time. In price it is at pres- 
ent offering at about a farthing (half a cent) a 
gallon under the price of Royal Daylight oil 
for shipment to this country.”—Consular Re- 
port. 

A leading importer of Russian petroleum into 
the United Kingdom has written a letter to the 
secretary of the London Petroleum Exchange, 
asking that organization “to admit Russian pe- 
troleum as tenderable on forward contracts,”’ 
whereas, according to present rules, ‘‘sueh oil 
must be the production of the United States.” 
These requests have been made periodically 
since 1883. The replies have been practically to 
the effect that the English had “not yet had 
sufficient experience with Russian petroleum 
to justify such action.” In 1884, the writer of 
the letter referred to (D. N. Sacker) imported 
18,000 barrels of Russian petroleum into the 
United Kingdom. In 1885 the total rose to 
100,000 barrels. The letter cleses with the fol- 
lowing suggestion to the London Petroleum 
Exchange:— 

“I am perfectly aware that by mutual agree- 
ment with the buyer I can sell for forward de- 
liveries on the Petroleum Association form of 
contract by etriking out the words ‘United 
States production’ and inserting ‘Russian pe- 
troleum,’ but my object is to obtain the legal 
right to tender oi!, of whatever origin it may 
be, provided it is not inferior to American in 
illuminating power, etc. This can be arranged 
by inserting in the cortract ‘Russian or Amer- 
ican petroleum oil of good burning quality.’ 
An additional clause may be necessitated to 
deal with such points as specific gravity, flash 
point, packages, etc., such alterations and ad- 
ditions to become a portion of the rules and 
regulations of the association.” 

This points to a greater degree of progress on 
the part of Russian petroleum in competing 
with American petroleum than had been ex- 
pected or believed possible by many who are 
classed as “well informed.” In the end, Rus- 
sian petroleum will of course, be admitted to 
the London exchange. Just how far away that 
day may be it would not be safe to predict,

The past week has been one of extreme dull- 
ness as regards the chemical market. Orders 
have been few and far between as consumers 
are only purchasing to cover their current 
wants pending the opening of the river pavi- 
gation. Values however remain steady and 
few changes are noted. Bleach is ashade easier 
for prompt delivery with only a moderate de- 
mand for contracts extending over the year. 
Caustic soda is in ful) stock as the arrivais bave 
been quite free during the week. Nitrate soda 
issteady while arsenic is weak and dal!, Kainit 
and muriate of potash are both firmer under 
light stocks available for prompt delivery. The 
other light chemicals are all steady under the 
usual consumptive demand. Mr D B McCul- 
loch in hig circular under date of Liverpoo!, 
March lith, says; ‘‘The improvement noticed 
in chen i2als Jast week continues, but though 
the market is firmer there ia no activity. Salt- 
cake is better. Soda ash more enquired for. 
A fair business in caustic soda at a slight ad- 
vance. Less doing in bleaching powder. Soda 
crystal easier, Chlorate of potash steady. 
Montreal pot ashes hardening. A parcel of 74 
tons ‘Macclesfield’ make sold on acconnt whom 
it may concern £13 103 net cash by public auc- 
tion. Tartaric and citric acids are better with 
more doing. Tartars neglected. Nitrate of 
soda shows more tone. Sulphate of ammonia 
continues firm but quiet. Dried blood slightly 
dearer. A cargo of phosphates guano, about 
65 per cent, for early arrival, offered at Is 144 
kanit, U of K or Continent. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 percent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands is orly wanted in a 
limited way at the moment as consumers as a 
rule are only taking such quantities as current 
wants may require. Stocks continue light both 
on the spot or on way, hence holders are able 
to maintain prices. The sales comprise 50 tons 
at prices ranging from 1 35@1 45c, as to brand 
and quantity. High test under free arrivals is 
hard to place at the moment unlees some con- 
cessions are made in prices, which range from 
125@1 30c, as to make, quantity and holder, 
Messrs Robert Crooks & Co, in their circular 
under date of Liverpool, March 4, say: “Makers 
firm in their ideasof price, but there is not 
much inquiry; still as these are mostly fully 
sold for this month they do not require to force 
sales.

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent is meeting with 
the ueual Jobbing demand for t!.is season of the 
year. Valuesremain steady and few fluctua- 
tions are reported. There has been a few smal! 
contracts placed for shipment over the year at 
125c, while in a jobbing way 1 30@1 3ic is 
quoted as to brand and quantity. High test is 
very dull, as very little is now used,as the bulk 
of the trade are now using high test BM alkali.

The Runcorn Soap Company. 


The twentieth annual ordinary general meet- 
ing of the Runcorn Svap and Alkali Company, 
Limited, took place on February 10, at the Law 
Association rooms, Liverpool, Mr, A. P. Fistch- 
er, the chairman of the directorate, presiding. 
The report of the directors of the past year, 
which was taken as read, showed that the gross 
profits, including transfer fees, amounted to 
£21,099 487d, from which must be deducted 
office expenses, salarics, commissions, rates, in- 
come tax, audit, &c., £3,685 83110; and bank 
commissions and balance of trade discounts, 
£487 42; or atotal of £1,122 12s 11d—leaving the 
profits at £16,967 Ila 8d. The balance from last 
year amounted to £5,278 163 8d, less directors’ 
fees £1,000: tot. £4,278 163 3d—leaving an avail- 
able balance of 221,243 7aild. It was proposed 
to appropriate this as follows: Interim dividend 
of 103 per share paid in August £6 000, proposed 
dividend of 13s per share £7,800, amount 
to be written off nitrous towers and 
gas plant £22057s4d, and balance car- 
ried forward £3,24103 7d; total, £21,246 7e lid. 
During the past year there has been a 
steady decline in alkalies, closing with prices 
lower than ever recorded, with the exception 
of bleaching powder, which, although partici- 
pating tosome extent in the depression, had 
been mali:tained at a remunerative figure, 
owlng tothe agreement among manufacturers 
to reduce the production, and bad coutributed 
to the foregoing statement. The directors con- 
sidered it advisable to erect a small ammonia 
soda plant, which was partly at work, and 
upon which £3,922 lls 7d had been expended. 
At the same time the directors did not think 
that a dividend of 5 per cent could be considered 
unsatisfactory. Besides thisthey bad a balance 
to carry forward, and bad wr'tten off the bal 
ance of the original cost of nitrous towers and 


gas works.

A Test Case on Kainit Decided. 
The following is the fulltext of an opinion 
handed down by ‘the Supreme Court in this 


city last week in the case of Heller, Hirsch & 
Co. vs The Altentown (Pa.) Manufacturing Co., 
which reverses the action of the General 
Term. The counsel in the -case were Lewis 
Johnston for the plaintiff and B. F. Dos Passos 
for respondent. The opinion was written by 
Judge Brady. 

This action was brought upon a promissory 
note. The defence was a counter claim for 
damages growing out of the failure of the 
plaintiffs to perform their agreement for the 
delivery of 820 tons of kainit,and which con- 
tract is as follows: 

New York, April 20th, 1883. 

We have this day sold to the Allentown Man- 
ufacturing Co., of Allentown, Pa,, about 300 to 
400 tons raw kainit, guaranteed not less than 23 
per cent. sulphate of potash, by foreign analy- 
sis, to be shipped io bulk f:0m German ports to 
the port of New York during the montbs of 
April and May, 1883, at seven dollars and twen- 
ty-five cents ($7 25) per ton of 2240 American 
pounds on foreign invoice weights. Terms 
cash against German analysis and European 
weight return, on delivery of goods ex-vessel 
at New York; goods to be taken from alongside 
as soon as vessel is ready to discharge. Ac 
cepted, HELLER, Hirscnu & Co., 

Allentown, Pa., April 24th, 1888. 
THE ALLENTOWN Mpsa. Co., 
A. J. Brenig, Treas: 

It appeared upon the trial that the kainit was 
ahipped at a place called Stassfurt in Germany, 
and tbat the mine there from which it was 
taken belonged to that Government. The pro- 
ceas of loading-and transporting it to Hamburg 
is described by one of the plaintiff-’ witnesses. 

It also appears that the plaintiffs purchased 
the kKeinit for delivery to the defendant and 
paid for it through the house of Lazard Freres, 
who have a banking house in that city and also 
in London and in Paris. The quantity paid 
for by them was 320 tons, which was theamount 
they understeod was delivered and for which 
they were paid by the defendant, as per con- 
tract. . 

When the news of the arrival of the kainit 
was sent to the defendants, it was so paid for 
on the supposition that three hundred and 
twenty tons were secured and ready for deliv- 
ery. When it finally reached its destination, 
having been taken away from the vessel in 
which it was transported to this country, a 
shortage of cighty five tons was discovered 
and it wasthis shortage that was set up asa 
counterclaim against the promissory note sued 
upon herein. It thus appears that the plaint- 
iffe pald for 320 tons of kainft which was to be 
shipped from Germany, and charged the de- 





fendant for that quantity and for which pay- 
ment was made ag already stated. 

The plaintiffs insist that although there may 
bave been a shortage and assuming that the 
verdiot of the jury upon that subject was con- 
clusive, yet nevertheless, under the terms of 
the contract, they are relieved from any per 
sonal responsibility on the subject. 

The contract, as will have been seen, pro- 
vides for the payment of $7 25 per ton upon 
“foreiga invoice weights,” terms cash against 
German analysis and European weight return 
And the papers having been received and put 
in evidence showing the German analysis and 
the European weight return and such weight re- 
turn showing 320 tons, it is insisted that the de- 
fendant was bound by the weights indicated 
by the foreign invoice and the European 
weight return. We do not see how this can be 
questioned. The kainit, as we have already 
discovered, was taken from a Government 
mine in Germany and transported to Hamourg, 
there to be shipped to this country, and the 
plaintiffs, doubtless knowing or believing they 
should be bound by the foreign weight in the 
payment of their purchase for this market, 
made the contract ‘et up, and from 
which it appears they contracted on 
foreign invoice weights. German analysis 
and European weight return, according to 
which the defendant wasto pay. Of course 
they had a right to make such a contract to 
protect themselves against any shortage tbat 
might occur without their fault and therefure 
they accepted the papers establishing the fact 
of foreign weight and German analysi# an? 
paid according to the weight proved,as already 
stated by such papers which have been receiv - 
ed, and ebarged the defendant accordingly, 
Indeed this meaning or interpretation of the 
cuntract was proved and without objection, by 
witnesses called on behalf of the plaintiff. Mr. 
White said he was accustomed to transactions 
of purchase and sale of kainit wtih foreign 
houses, aud that the words “cash against Ger- 
man analysis and European weight return” 
meant cash on the presentation of the docu- 
ments and showing the cost of insurance and 
and freight paid showing that such quantity 
kad been shipped as stated. 

Mr. Weidinger also testified that he had been 
engaged in the business of fertilizers fora num- 
ber of yearsand was accustomed to transac- 
tions iu kainit saltson foreign purchases, and 
that the words ‘cash against German analysis 
and European weight return” meant that cash 
is to be paid on the presentation of the foreign 
invoice and the European return, and othcr 
papers that may be mentioned in the contract, 
And James E. Heller, one of the plaintiffs, and 
who in the course of hisevidence produced the 
documents relating to the weight and anaiysis, 
was asked what the words “‘cash against Ger- 
man adalysis and European weight return” 
meant, and hesaid: **[he meaning is that the 
cash is to be paid on the delivery of these doc- 
uments to the buyers with the goods, ex- 
vessel." 

It would thus appeer, according to the cus- 
tom in reference to such contracts and their in- 
terpretation in commercial life, that the buyer 
takes the risk and not the seller in the absence 
of course of any fraudulent practicescn the 
part of the vendor by which the quantity is 
diminished. Here there is no evidence to jus- 
tify the conclusion that any portion of the 
kainit shipped for delivery to complete the 
contract made between the parties was lost on 
shipboard or in any other way through the 
fault of the plaintiffs. The application of such 
a rule as this would seem to be harsh, but it is 
required by the terms of the contract, the in- 
terpretation of it by persons familiar with the 
subject and the terms employed in it, and there- 
fore the responsibility and dangers are assumed 
by the vendee. When the intention of the 
parties is clearly expressed every court is 
bound by it however caprisious it may be. 
Chitty on Con. 18 Amd, Eid. 1 87. 

If this conclusion were not considered can- 
trolling the judgment would have to be 
affirmed, inasmuch as the jury have passed 
upon the question of shortage, upon testimony 
perhaps to some extent in conflict but abund- 
antly sufficient to justify the conclusion that 
there was a shortage to the extent they have 
declared itto exist. This case is therefore dis- 
posed of ypon a construction of the contract 
against the right of the defendant to assail the 
German analysis and foreign weight. As dis- 
closed by the documents received and proved 
upon the trial, and more particularly as it is 
shown, the plaintiffs themselves paid for the 
quantity which they declared to have been 
purchased and transported on account of the 
contract. 

It is contended on behalf of the defendant 
that the plaintiffs were bound to establish by 

competent evidence a’iunde the documents that 
820 tons of kainit were actually loaded upon the 
Paulina, the vessel in whieh the kainit was 
carried to this country,and that neither the ships 
Papers nor the foreign weight nor the bills of 











lading prove the fact. But it is quite clear 
from what has already been stated that 
the defendant bound itself to accept the papers 
which were received by the plaintiffs in conse- 
quence of the peculiar character of the con- 
tract. The defendant estopped itself from cun- 
testing under terms of the contract the analy- 
sis or weight indicated by the foreign docu- 
ments and upon which the plaintiffs themselve & 
acted in the payment of the kainit as to quan- 
tity and quality. 

Diligent search has been made to findan 
adjudication illustrative of this particular con- 
tract but none has been found, andindeed none 
was suggested by the respective counsel whose 
briefs indicate research; and therefore the dis- 
position of the case is a matter of impressions 
as to the contract, its meaning, force and tbe 
obligations and burdens assumed by ite terms 
by both parties. 

It shou'd be noted that the defendant 
offered no evidence to show the meaning of the 
words “cash against German analysis and Ec- 
ropean weight return” was not as stated bythe 
plaintiffs’ witnesses, and therefore there wes 


no conflict upon that subject. Indeed, the te.- 
timony is all one way. 

The request to charge upon this interpreta- 
tion of the contract which was refused was for 
the reasons stated erroneous. The conustruc- 
tion of the contract herein adopted was one 
insisted upon at the trial but rejected, and the 
plaintiffs protested their righ‘s by proper ex- 
ceptions. For these reasons the judgment 
should be reversed anda new trial ordered to 


abide the event. I concur, 
CHAS.

TURSDAY EVENING, March 16, 1886. 

There has been an improvement in the de- 
mand for dyes and dyesturfs the past week, but 
the increase is not very great. Still it lends 
encouragement to dealers, who have been anx- 
jously waiting for the appearance of the spring 
trade. There are no specially new or interest 
ing features to note, prices as a rule remaining 
steady, the only important change being an 
‘advance in cutch, The increased demand is 
particularly observable in the market for ex- 
‘tracts and aniline colors. The latter are mov- 
ing off fairly and promise to sell more freely in 
the near future. Recentadvices from England 
state that the new colors, chrysamine azo-blue 
and benzo purple, which can be used on cotton 
without a mordant, are attracting some atten- 
tion among the dyers and calico printers there. 
It is too early however, to speak as to results. 

There isa very fair demand for alizarine, 
though the large buyers appear to be pretty 
well supplied. Prices are without change, the 
sales making being on the basis of 20@22c as to 
quantity and brand. Alizarine assistant is eell- 
ing to a moderate extent and is unchanged in 
price. We quote 10@20c as to strength. 

Cochineal is neglected. Only small sales are 
making but the offerings are limited and prices 
are very firmly maintained. We quote 33@%4c 
for silvers, 6c for blacks and 39c for gray 
blacks. 

Cutch has again advanced. There has been 
more activity here and in Boston than for 
‘several weeks past and stecks have been con- 
‘siderably reduced. We note the gale of 2200 
%agzs diamond S M, January-February ship- 
Yoent from Calcutta at 64¢c and 500 bags on the 
spot att%@ic. The sales in Boston include 
1400 boxes Cock at 634c and 300 boxes M M slab 
at 63¢c. Thereis now nothing in the way of 
Diamond 8 M offering, on the way or for 
forward ehipment under 6%c and for spot 
lots 7@74c is asked. Of Star B we note sales 
of 500 bxs at 65%. There is now no Star B bere 
or in Boston under €34c. The Boston Commer- 
cial Bulletin of the 13th inst gives the follow- 
ing: Arrivals of cutch at Rangoon from Octo- 
ber 1 to February 12: 

1885-6 .... 3,800 tons. 1881-5. ...4,900 tons. 

Decrease, 1,100 tons, or 22,000 boxes, 

Total shipments from Burmah to all points 
from Junuary 1 to February 14: 

1886, 1,380 tons. 1885, 1,960 tons. 1884, 2,140 tons. 

The difference in the shipments since the 
opening of the year is 580 tons, or 11,600 boxes. 

Exports of cutch from Rangoon in tons for 
calendar years:

At the close of 1885, therefore, there was a 
deficit in shipments from Rangoon to all points 
ot 1,400 tons or 28,000 boxes. (It will be remem- 
bered that for three months in the fall there 
were no shipments owing to the Burmose war). 

Adding the shortage in the shipments siuce 
Jan. 1, 1836, the total shortage is 38,600 boxes 
for the season up to Feb 12. The decrease 
from last year in shipments to the United 
States from Calcutta for November, Decem- 
ber, January and February amounts to 23,848 
boxes. 

The total crop for 1286 is estimated at 10,000 
tons. 

Divi divi is withont demand, There are sell- 
ers at $40 but this does not appear to tempt 
buyers. The quoted range is $40@45 as to holder 
and quality. 

Dyewood extracts are firm and unchanged. 
The demend improves steadily and is reported 
to be very good. 

Gambier is still rather quiet, the firm views 
of holders checking any disposition there may 
be to purchase in advance of present wants 
‘The Lizzie H has finished discharging and none 
of her cargo remains unsold, the last 200 bags 
having been placed at 544c. From store there 
have been sales of 300 bes at 544c. The only 
sale to arrive was a lot of 2} tons ex Eclipse at 
415-16c. The quotations for goods on the way 
and to be shipped are 47%4@ic. The market closes 
quiet but firm. 

The demand for indigo is improving though 
it is wholly of a jobbing character. The high 
grades are too costly and buyers are confining 
their attention almost exclusively to the lower 
grades. There have been sales of 50 cases on 
the spot in lots at quotations, and 75 cases in 
Boston at $110@1 1%. The arrivals are freer 
and are largely deliverabie on contracts. The 
imports for the past week were 278 cases and 
since January 151,251 cases. Messrs Reinhold 
& Co of Calcutta, in their circular of February 
8 reviewing the past season, give the total out- 
turn of the crop as 108,750 maunds against 164,- 
000 last season, 158,500 in 1883-34, 151,200 in 1882- 
83 and 134,000 in 1881-82. The shipments to 
America for the season of 1885-86 were 6,513 
chests, against 8,715 in 1884-85, 7,442 in 1883-84, 

9,831 in 1852-88 and 6,000 in 1881-82. 

Chinese nut galls are still scarce and very 
firm. We heard of a sale of 50 cases at 1é}¢c 
and later 10 cases changed hands at 1734c. The 
quotations are 1i@1l7}¢c according to quantity 
and holder. 

Prussiate of potash it in steady demand, 
Sales are making at %}<c, though most dealers

quote 21@2134c, as to quantity. There have 
been sales of 30 casks since our last at 2U}44@ 
21}¢c, according to size of order. Prussiate of 
soda is selling fairly and we get sales of 10 cks 
at 170. 

Bichromate of potash is in good demand, 
though there are no large transactions to re- 
port, The uniform quotation for all brands is 
9%c. Bichromate of soda is dull and nominal. 

Sicily sumac is in better demand and is steady 
in price. We note sales of 50 tons to arrive at 
$30@85. Virginia is a little easier at $57 50@ 
6250, There is lit'le or nothing selling, as the 
large buyers are being supplied on contracts 
made last fall.
